Stewart Opposes Plan to Check 
Speed in City Streets. 


The Aldermen decided yesterday to 
hold a public hearing on Friday morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock on the resolution to 
amend the speed ordinance and prohibit 
United States mail wagons from going} 
through the city streets at 
speed.

WANTS HALE’'S CREDENTIALS. 


Carranza Seems to Demand Recogs 
nition Before Negotiating. 
Special to The New York Times. 

NOGALBS, Ariz., Nov. 18.—That there 
is little hope of the present series of 

Hale-Carranza conferences resulting in 

any real good is shown by the state- 

ment of Francisco Escudero, the rebel 

Minister of Foreign Relations, in which 

he said to-night that Gen. Carranza’s 

Cabinet had asked President Wilson’s 

envoy to present his official credentials. 

*““We have to-day asked Mr. Hale to 


present his official credentials from the 
President of the United States,” said 


Sefior Escudero. ‘ Heretofore our ne- 
gotiations with Mr. Hale have been 
extra-official. We purpose to make 


them strictly official. On the presenta- 
tion of Mr. Hale’s credentials to me I 


shall introduce him formally the | 
other members of the Cabinet, and ne- 
gotiations will then assume an official 
character. 


“Previously the conferences have been 
but unofficial chats, wherein we met 
with Mr. Hale, not as officials, but as 
individual Constitutionalists. The funda- 


mental purpose of our former con- 
ferences was a token of friendship to 
Mr. Hale, as we knew of his former 
activity in Mexico, and also through 
friendship with Mr. Bryan and Mr. WII- 
son. His credentials have not been pre- 
sented.” 

On being told of Sefior 
statement Dr. Hale said: 

“YT am sure you must have misunder- 
stood Sefior Escudero, for this is a com- 
plete misrepresentation of what occurred 
to-day.” 

While it was understood at the close 
of to-day’s conference that there would 
probably be another to-morrow, it was | 
also reported that it would wait upon 
President Wilson’s reply to Dr. Hale’s 
messages to Washington this afternoon. 
But little hope is entertained that any- 
thing by way of agreement can be ac- 
complished to-morrow, and it would not 
be surprising if the present negotia- 
tions were altogether broken off before 
another nightfall. 

The representations of the head of the 
Carranza Cabinet are taken to mean 
that the rebels have abandoned the 
hope of an agreement, either because 
Washington refuses their request, or 
because they have refused the condi- 
tions which Mr. Wilson has imposed. 
It is probably the latter It is also of- 
ficially stated that a manifesto is being’ 
prepared by the Constitutionalist leader, 
which will be a declaration to the world 
of Constitutionalist principles. This is 
probably intended to defend the posi- 
tion which the rebel negotiators have 
taken in the series of conferences with 
Mr. Hale It will be a long document, 
it is said, but will be ready to-morrow 
or Thursday. Gen. Carranza is already 
preparing to leave for the south within 
a few days, although the day of his 
departure is not yet fixed. 

Mexican officials said that Gen. Car- 
ranza was in communication with Gen. 
Pancho Villa this morning. The latter 
is reported to have declared that he, as 
well as other officers in the field, is in 
complete accord with Gen. Carranza’s 
plans and purposes, and is determined 
to make any sacrifice necessary to 
serve his country. 

On the Mexican side of the interna- 
tional] boundary much interest was man- 
ifested to-day in the arrival of Brig- 
Gen. Hugh L. Scott from Fort Bliss. 
He declined to state whether or not his 
business here was more than that of 
the regular routine of inspection. 

The announcement of the Constitu- 
tionalists’ demand for Dr. Hale's cre- 
dentials was a surprise. No one on the 
American side expected a request for 
formal recognition or the insurgents, 
even in the event that permission to im- 
port war munitions from the united 
States should be granted. 

At the beginning of the negotiations 


Gen, Carranza asserted that the Con- 
stitutionalists were not seeking for rec- 
ognition—in fact, did not desire it--and 
wished only the embargo on the impor- 
tation of arms lifted. 

A change has been noted in the de- 
meanor of the Constitutionalists since 
the capture of Juarez and the subse- 
quent successes of the revoiutionists that 
have been reported from different parts 
of the republic. 

«The only credentials Mr. Hale pre- 
sented at his first meeting with Car- 
ranza and his provisional cabinet are 
said to have consisted of a persona! let- 
ter from President Wilson, saying that 
Mr. Hale was a friend of his and an un- 
official investigator for the United 
States. 


NO BLOCKADE, SAYS BRYAN. 


He Also Denies That He Is Investi- 
gating Villa Executions.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The press 
reports from Nogales that Dr. Willlarn 
Bayard Hale had experienced a check 
in his negotiations with Gen. Carranza, 
reached here late to-nrght, so late that 
it was impossible to get either a owe | 
firmation of the statement that Car- 
ranza had made a demand for Dr. 
Hale’s credentials or official comment 
en the news. But the general opinion 
here is that such a demand must ulti- 
mately have been made, and unofficial 
eomment is made upon the similarity 
between the course now followed by 
Gen. Carranza’s Minister of State to- 
ward Dr. Hale and that pursued by Gen. 
Huerta’s Ministers toward Mr. Lind. 

The strict reticence of the State De- 
partment regarding Mr. Hale in the last 
few days, considered in connection with 
press dispatches trom Nogales, has 
tended to create the impression here 
that Dr. Hale’s mission has been far 
from successful. Its most striking re- 
sult has been Gen. Huerta’s declaration 
that he felt impelled to reiterate Gen. 
Carranza’s announcement that neither 
of them would brook foreign interfer- 
ence. 

Stendy Gains of Rebels, 

While many of the claims put for- 
ward by the Constitutionalists to vic- 
tories over the Mexican Federals have 
been subsequently disproved or shown) 
to have been exaggerations, there is| 
no doubt that in all the northern tier} 
of States they have been making steady 
gains for the past few weeks, ‘These 
advantages would naturally increase 
their expectations from the United

States, and their demand for recogni- 
tion, instead of a mere demand for 
the right to purchase munitions of war 
in this country, would not -be unpre-~ 
cedented. 

There ‘is some speculation here as to 
how long the policy of the United States 
will receive even the passive approval 
of the European powers, At the re- 
quest of the United States they recently 
decided to withhold all action until a 
statement of the American policy could 
be formulated. Since that time there 
have been intimations from high au- 
thority that the expected statement has 
been indefinitely postponed—as a result, 
first, of the hope that through Sefior 
Aldape Gen. Huerta might be induced 
to yield, and, more recently, of the fail- 
ure of that hope. 

But with the possible exception of the 
English concessionaries there is no par- 
ticular reason why foreigners in Mexico 


Should now be urging their Govern- 
ments to press the United States. Their 
lives are not imperiled, save in the 
rarest cases, and therr property has 
been destroyed only when there has been 
#u generai devastation of towns captured 
by the rebels, As to their claims against 
the Mexican Government, they have in 
many cases been Rrompay. paid, while 
not an American claimant has received 
a centavo. 

The State Department this afternoon 
had received no official information that 
Gen, Huerta had succeeded in complet- 
ing the organization of both houses of 
the new Congress, and reference to un- 
official dispatches on the subject were 
received with a calm that bordered upon 
indifference. ‘The situation is officially 
regarded as unchanged, while communi- 
cations with Nelson O'Shaughnessy, the 
American Chargé d’Affaires at Mexico, 
and Dr. William Bayard Hale, the State 
Department's emisgary to the rebels, 
continue unbroken. 


Bryan Denies Blockade Rumors. 


Secretary Bryan this afternoon denied 
vositively that there was any basis of 
fact for the statement attributed to the 
German Minister to Mexico that an 
American blockade of the Mexican ports 
would be established within three days. 
Mr. Bryan added that the denial would 
apply equally to the blockade, even 
without reference to the time limit, s0 
far as any present instructions were 
concerned. In the same way, he said, 
the denial would apply to all reports of 
time limits, whether they referred to 
the blockade or not. 

Mr. Bryan’s statement tends to con- 
firm the suggestion repeatedly made in 
these dispatches that no fixed, coherent 
policy toward Mexico has yet been 
evolved by the Administration. None 
of Mr. Lind’s demands was accompanied 
by threats, nor has Gen. Huerta’s re- 
fusal to accede to any of them been fol- 
lowed by punishment. It appears plain 
now that the demands have been pre- 
sented without any definite plan of 
making them good, and that the en- 
forcement of any particular demand was 
left out of consideration when the de- 
mand was made. 

Diligent inquiry at the State and War 
Departments to-day met only denials 
that any investigation of the reported 
Constitutionalist outrages at Juarez had 
been undertaken. Even at the White 
House, where it was said on good au- 
thority yesterday that ihe President 
was investigating the reports, it was ad- 
mitted that the investigating agency 
was unknown. There are signs of ex- 
treme reluctance to add to the publicity 
which the execution of Villa’s prisoners 
of war has already received. 

The embarrassment occasioned to the 
Administration by reports that Consti- 
tutionalist methods in Mexico were not 
far different from those of Gen. Hu- | 
erta has not served so far to break off 
the conversations between Dr. Hale and 
Gen. Carranza; but in the past few 
days the strictest secrecy has been ob- 
served at the State Department on the 
subject. While the Administration has 
undoubtedly been chagr:ined by the re- 
ports from Juarez, the news of the €xe- 
cutions there differs from previous re- 
ports of the rebels’ punitive measures 
only because of the nearness of Juarez 
to the American frontier and the ease | 
of disseminating the news in this coun- 
try. 

In a less degree the same kind of em- 
barrassment has resulted from the high- 
handed methods of President Yuan Shih- 
kai in China, who has dissolved his | 
Parliament and imprrsoned the opposi- 
tion, just as Provisional President Huer- 
ta did in Mexico. But so far there has 
been no intimation that the recognition | 
of President Yuan would be withdrawn, 
and, in view of the remoteness of Asia, 
such action is not expected. | 

John Lind, the President's personal 
representative, to-day sent a long re-| 
»ort to the President from Vera Cruz. 
t discussed in detail the significance | 
of Senor: Aldape’s retirement from the 
Cabinet. The State Department is close- 
ly watcning developments affecting com- 
munications between Wera Cruz and 
Mexico City, but no further informa- 
tion on that subject is forthcoming. 

State Department advices made public | 
to-day indicated -nat the insurrectionary | 
movement was spreading rapidly, not 
only in the north of Mexico, but to | 
the south and east. This last develop- | 
ment is regarded here as very import-| 
ant, because the success of the Con- | 
stitutionalists in obtaining possession of | 
the rich oil fields in the east, and some 
deep water port of the Gulf Coast would 
enormously strengthen them from a 
military point of view, the former in- 
suring them a full treasury, and the 
latter an easy means of supplying them- 
selves with munitions of war from 
Europeans in the West Indies. 

The State Department was advised 
to-day that the German cruiser Bremen 
arrived at Tampico yesterday. The 
Bremen will probably remain there to 
render relief in case of an attempt on 
the part of the revolutionists to loot 
stores of German merchants. 

Telegraphic communication between 
Laredo and Monterey was opened Sun- 
day night, according to a dispatch to- 
day from Consul Hanna at Monterey. 

Consul Alger at Mazatlan advised the 
department to-day that Tepic and Cu- 
liacan had been captured by the revo- 
lutionists, and there was an expecta- 
tion that Mazatlan would be attacked 
soon, with the prospect that it would 
be taken by the revolutionists, 

Saltillo to-day reported that no trains 
had arrived there for a week because of 
the destruction of the track near Mon- 
terey. 


REBELS CAPTURE VICTORIA. 
Cepital of Tamaulipas Taken 
Bloodiest Battle of the War. 
Special to The New York Times. 
BROWNSVILLE, Texas, Nov. 18.— 
Victoria, the capital 'of Tamaulipas, 
was captured by the rebels under Gen. 
Pablo Gonzales at 2 o'clock to-day, after 
nearly three days of constant fighting. 
The battle is said to have been the 
bloodiest of the present revolution. 


The Federal] garrison was killed to the 
last man, according to a report tele- 
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graphed from a town this side of Vic- 
toria. The city has a population of 
15,000. 


EL PASO, Texas, Nov, 18.—Federals 
are advancing north from Chihuahua 
City in the direction of Juarez. 

A battle took place between the ad- 
vancing Federals and the rebels’ rear 
guard at Laguma, midway between 
Juarez and Chihuahua, last night. Gen. 
Villa, commander at Juarez, admitted 
that the rebels ijost five men killed, but 
said that the Federals lost thirty-five. 

Villa had no details as to the number 
of men engaged on either side. 

Joseph H. Francis, former Chicago 
Alderman, who was reported to have 
been killed in the Juarez battle, is still 
in Terrazas, Chihuahua, rebel officers 
in Juarez said to-day. Tney said that 
several Americans at Terrazas wished 
to board the train which brought Villa’s 
rebels to Juarez to attack the city, but 
the commander would not permit them, 
and they believe Francis was one of this 
number. 

Gen. Luis Caballero probably will be 
named Military Governor of Tamaulipas 
in the reorganization of the State by 
the Constitutionalists. 

Gen. Gonzales, who commanded the 
besieging Constitutionalists, made his 
report by courier to Jiminez and by 
telephone thence to rebel headquarters 
at: Matamoras. No definite estimate 
was given of the loss of life, but it 1s 
said that bodies of the dead littered the 
streets and lay thick through the court- 
vard and halls of the Government pal- 
ace, where a portion of the Federal gar- 
rison made a last stand after being 
driven from a Catholic sanctuary, where 
they took refuge yesterday. Every one 
of these defenders was slain. 

The greater portion of the garrison of 
3,000 men, however, evacuated the city 
at 8:30 o’clock this morning, after 
forty-nine hours of continuous fight- 
ing. They retreated to Tuala, several 
miles away, where they were overtaken 
by the Constitutionalists and again de- 
cisively defeated at 1 o’clock this after- 
noon. They fled demoralized into the 
hills. Gen. Rabago, Arzamendi, an 
Bugera Aguilar commanded the Fed- 
eralis. 

The attacking Constitutionalists were 
reported to number about 5,000 men. 
Terrible destruction to property was 
done in the two days’ battle which raged 
through the principal streets of the city, 
and many handsome buildings not razed 
by shells were burned during the hand- 
to-hand fighting. 

Before the Federals abandoned the 
city hundreds of guns were_ piled in 
front of the arsenal and burned, but the 
Constitutionalist leader reported that 
many of these were saved. In addition 
300 horses, as many saddles, four can- 
non, and much ammunition were cap- 
tured. Some prisoners were taken.

immediate future. Germany’s attitude 
is unchanged. 


- BERLIN, Nov. 18.—The retirement of

SEES CHAOS IF HUERTA GOES. 


Mexican Banker Predicts a Reign 
of Terror in the Capital.

MOBILE, Nov. 18.—That the United 
States, if it succeeds in driving Huerta 
from power, will merely plunge the en- 
tire nation into anarchy, was the as- 
sertion made to-day by Juan Espinosa 
Reyes, a merchant and banker of Mexico 
City, en route to New York, 

“It is plain to anyone who knows 
anything of the condition in Mexico 
City,” said Senor Reyes, ‘that the de- 
position of Gen. Huerta will be the sig- 
nal for the outbreak of anarchy—such 
anarchy as no civilized city has seen 
since the French revolution drenched the 
streets of Paris with blood. 

‘Consider the fact: in the neighbor- 
hood of Mexico City, it is well known, 
there are many bands of roving bandits. 
These men, mere highwaymen of the 
same stripe as those who made for the 
Spanish mountains a terror to the trav- 
eler in the early part of the last cen- 
tury,:call themselves Federals or insur- 
rectos, just as the mood strikes them or 
policy advises them, In reality, they 
care nothing for either side, or for any 
side. They are buccaneers of the pres- 
ent day. and there are thousands of 
them. 

“In the city itself there are miles of 
rabbit-warrens of tenements filled with 
the Apache element. These are far 
worse than the Apaches of Paris, and in 


There are thousands of | 
ranging in well organized bands | 
about the slums of the towns. Only 
strict police watchtulness keeps them 
from constant outbreaks, and even this 
is not always successful. 

“The downfall of Huerta—unless he 
was instantly succeeded by a govern- 
ment powerful enough to enforce order, 
which is unlikely—would mean that 
these Apaches and bandits would join 
forces to raid the city. I believe that 
Huerta’s resignation or overthrow would 
be instantly followed by one of the 
worst outbreaks the civilized world has 
ever seen, and that the United States 
Government would be powerless to pro- 
tect the victims or punish the crim- 
inals.”

PRAISES “ HANDS OFF” POLICY. 


Chilean Says It Wins Friends for Us 
in South America. 


WORCESTER, Mass., Nov. 18.—The 
“hands off Mexico’’ policy of the 
United States was commended to-day by 
David Montt, Chilean representative to 
the Latin-American conference at Clark 
University, as one of the most important 
that could be announced by this country 
for the promotion of more cordial rela- 
tions between the United States and 
the States of South America. 

Sefior Montt declared that President 
Wilson's policy was causing the great- 
est adrniration among the _ countries 
south of the border, and that, if a 
similar policy had been pursued in the 
past, it would have prevented the mis- 
understanding and the misapprehension 
that the people of Latin-America now 
have of this country. 

The work of the conference, which is 
intended to bring about a closer rela- 
tionship between the students of North 
and South America, was praised in let- 
ters from President Wilson and Secre- 
tary Bryan, and the latte’ wrote that 
if he could possibly arrange his affairs 
in Washington so as to do so he would 
attend at least one session of the con- 
ference before the end of the week.

She declares in her suit that 
she was married to young .Tower in 
New Haven, Conn., in June, 1911, while 
he was a student in a New England 
University, and she alleges that since 
then Mr. Tower, Sr., has induced young 
Tower to leave her and has alienated 
the son’s affections from her. 

The amount of damages asked is said 
to be the largest ever filed in this city 
in a suit of this character.

Marble, @ member of the commission, 
who is in this city conducting the Gov- 
ernment’s investigation of the anthra- 
cite roads. Should a favorable decision 
be given by the commission, a Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad official said millions of 
dollars would be applied to needed im- 
provements to the transportation sys- 
tems of the United States. 

Only by implication did Commissioner 
Marble forecast a favorable finding. He 
said no decision had been reached, and 
could not be until all the evidence had@ 
been heard. Then, in reply to a ques- 
tion whether, with so much regulation, 
it was possible to conduct the trans- 
portation business profitably, Mr. Mar- 
ble made this significant reply: 

““We are trying to make private own 
ership of the railroads profitable.”’ 

“President Rea of the Pennsylvania

“said a few days ago that the laws 
and regulations affecting public car- 
riers would soon result in driving away 
private investors and lead to Govern- 
ment ownership of the railroads. Is

DEFEAT FOR PINCHOT. 


onservation Congress Committee 
Condemns Government’s Policy.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The defeat 
of Gifford Pinchot in a preliminary 
skirmish was the important event of the 
first day’s session of the fifth annual 
session of the National Conservation 
Congress. By a vote of three to six 
the Conservation Committee on Water 
Powers crushed Mr. Pinchot’s opposi- 
| tion and presented a repurt to the Con- 
|#ress condemning the present policy of 
ithe Government toward water powers 
lana urging rapid development commen- 
surate with the public interest. . 

Besides condemning the present policy 
of the Government, which is largely the 
outgrowth of Mr. Pinchot’s crusade, the 
committee recommended the adoption of 
a policy intended, while safeguurding 
public interests, to invite investment of 


capital in water-power projects coming 
under Federal jurisdiction. 

In addition to the majority and minor- 
ity reports, there will be a third enun- 
ciating certain general principles on 
which the committee was unanimous. 

The committee as a whole agreed that

Farm Commissioner's Report 
Laid Before City Club Meet- 
ing Called by Gov. Glynn. 


FOR LAND MORTGAGE BANK 


Committees Appointed to Work for 
Co-operation Between Produc- 
ers and Consumers.

A conference to discuss means of re- 
ducing the cost of living in this State by 
bringing about more economical methods 
of production of foodstuffs, more eco- 
nomical facilities for marketing farm 
products in this city, and a system of 
co-operation between consumers and 
producers was called at the City Club 
yesterday at the instance of Gov. Glynn. 
To this conference came agriculturists, 
investigators in agricultural finance, 
transportation men, and experts in 
municipal marketing, to hear and dis- 
cuss the report of the four New York 
State delegates of the American Com- 
mission to Study Agriculture. 

This Commission, of between eighty 
and ninety men from thirty-six States 
of the country, was sent abroad last 
Summer under the auspices of the Gov- 
ernment to study the conditions of 
agricultural finance, production, and 
distribution of farm products. It divided 
up into sections which visited Italy, 
Spain, Austria, Hungary, Germany, 
France, England, and Ireland before re- 
turning to report to this country. The 
four New York State delegates of the 
Commission were :rederick H. Alen, 
who called the conference yester. Ly 
and was its temporary Chairman; C. C. 
Mitchell, R. B. Van Cortlandt, and Prot 
George N. Lauman of Cornell Univer- 
sity. They reported informally to Gov. 
Glynn on their findings at a luncheon 
fin Albany last Tuesday, and it was at 


ranged for the conference yesterday to 
organize permanently with a view to| 
having carried out in concrete ‘egisla- 
tion the programme favored by them. 

Gov. Glynn sent State Commissioner

Mr. Allen explained the objects of the 
meeting, and told of the conditions the} 
commission had found in Europe. There, 
he said, they found a far better busi- 
ness organization of agriculture, the 
farmers, unlike those in this country, 
having learned to play teamwork and 
procuring resultant reductions in all 


phases of their expense. 

‘‘In this country,’’ said Mr. Allen, 
**the railroad cost of transporting agri- 
cultural products is comparatively small. 
The heavy cost is after the food reaches 
the city.’’ 

He told how, under a_ well-organized 
system of delivery of milk, the City of 
Rochester could save to its consumers 
$500,000 a year in this item alone, or $2 
per capita. The same waste, he said, 
resulted from the competitive system of 
milk delivery in this city, where five or 
six milk wagons can be found criss- 
crossing one another in a single block 
every day, where one could do all the 
business. 

**The average price to-day of bottled 
milk in New York to householders is 10 
cents a quart,’’ he said. ‘‘ Roughly, the 
farmer receives 31%4 cents out of this 10 
cents; the railroad receives % cent. 
Probably in New York the waste cost 
of distribution, which in Rochester has 
been shown to be 2% cents, is 3 cents a 

uart. Then there is the cost of bot- 
tling, loss by breakage of bottles, ex- 

enses of dealers for rents, and other 
tems of expense, together with the profit 
made by them.’’ 


For Municipal Markets. 


Turning to the consumers’ end of the 
question, Mr. Allen declared that the 
greatest work that could be accom- 
plished from this end in respect to 
bringing about co-operation between 
consumers and producers would be the 
establishment of municipal markets. In 
France, he said. such markets were al- 
ready under the supervision of the Dep- 
uty of Police; they were free markets, | 
but the agents were required to send 
the money of éach day’s sales to the} 
farmers the same day. 

Mr. Van Cortlandt told how the ques- 
tion of agricultural short-time credit— 
for the raising of crops rather than for 
permanent improvement of the land it- 
self—had been solved in Europe by land 
mortgage banks in Italy, Germany, and 
France. These, he said, formed in some 
cases with shares of stock and in some 
without them, paid out money which 
they raised by issuing bonds of fifty or 
sixty years’ duration, on which there 
Was a small interest and a gradual 
amortization payment. These banks, he 
said, were under the strict State super- 
vision, and were looked upon as among 
the safest in the land, their bonds sell- 
ing on nearly as good a basis as Gov- 
ernment bonds. 

Mr. Straus told how he had spent part 
of last Summer studying the English 
co-operative stores system in company 
with Earl Grey. He told how in Eng- 
land co-operative communities had been 
established with marked commercial 
success, With small expense, owing to 
the elimination of show windows, sales- 
men, uneconomic delivery systems, and 
other items of expense in the ordinary 
stores, and with a reduction of cost to} 
the consumer often cf one-half. 

Mr. Robinson explained how, for twen- 
ty-four years, the principle of co-op- | 
eraton among farmers has been suc- | 
cessfully carried out in this country by | 
the Baron de Hirsch Fund and his own 
organization, which sprang from it. The | 
society has now seventeen co-operative 
credit unions of farmers in three States. 
In e‘ght months these have acquired a 
membership of 600, a capital of $10,000, 
have extended loans of $75,000, and 
have made profits of $1,300, or 138 per 
cent. on their capital. Their loss has been 
only $24, sustained through one national 
bank which closed its doors. 

The conference then adopted a resolu-

DR. MAWSON HEARD FROM. 


Valuable Scientific Results Obtained 
—Hut Buried by Snow. 


Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES. 
SYDNEY, N. S. W., Nov. 18.—After 
a long interval of silence, further news 
has been received from Dr. Douglas 
Mawson’s expedition. In a wireless 
message from Commonwealth Bay, 
Adelie Land, Dr. Mawson says: 

“The first penguins of the season 
larrived on Oct. 17. A heavy southerly 
iswell on Oct. 10 indicated that the 
pack ice outside the bay and along 
| the coast eastward had broken up. At 
|times icebergs of unusual size ap- 
|peared in Commonwealth Bay, but 
|they have now gone, being blown out 
by a strong wind. 

“At no time last Winter was Com- 
monwealth Bay frozen over. We ex- 
perienced unusually heavy snowfalls 
in the Spring. On Sept. 27 southeast- 
erly weather packed the snow so high 
that only the tip of the hut emerged, 
and the sledges and stores were com- 
pletely buried under huge masses of 
snow. 

“We are only now beginning to re- 
cover our stores. The fact that they 
were buried and thus unavailalle 
caused us a certain amount of incon- 
venience. 

‘““We have been able to send time 
signals to Melbourne, enabling the 
longitude to be obtained exactly. We 
are also making auroral observations. 
We possess valuable information re- 
garding the aurora, and a consider- 
able advance has been made in the sci- 
entific knowledge of the subject. 

“ All the members of the expedition 
are well, but anxious to return to Aus- 
tralia.” 


THINK STEFANSSON IS SAFE. 


American Museum Mea Doubt Se- 
attle Report of His Loss. 


Dr. Frederick A. Lucas, Director of 
the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, doubts the truth of the conjecture 
telegraphed from Seattle that the mem- 
bers of the arctic expedition headed by 
Vilhjalmar Stefansson have been lost, 
the confidence being based on the mere 
fact that nothing has been heard of 
Stefansson sincé August. 


“Let us wait for further reports,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ before forming any conclusion. 


as to the probable fate of Mr. Stefans- 
son and those with him. The story as 
published is not accurate. Dr. Rudolph 
H. Anderson, the zoologist, was not 
with Mr. ‘tefansson avoard the Kar- 
luk, as the report says, but had taken 


the Alaska, one of the four schooners 
in Mr. Stefansson's flotilla, and gone 
into the northwest, while the Stefansson 
party proceeded to the east after visit- 
ing Herschel Isfand late in August. 

‘The whole thing strikes me as being 
purely a rumor grown into a report. 
The mere fact that no word has been 
heard from Mr. Stefansson since Aug. 
20 does not alarm me. I do not believe 
that the Karluk was equipped with wire- 
less and it would have been an easy 
matter for Mr. Stefansson to have got- 
ten out of touch with civilization. 

“On previous trips Mr. Stefansson 
has been lost to civitzation for several 
months and there is no cause for worry 
because of his silence of two and a 
half.’’ 

Dr. Lucas’s belief that the Karluk has 
no wireless is sustained by fact. Mr. 
Stefansson had intended to carry wire- 
less, but gave up the idea. 


SEATTLE, Nov. 18—Whiie some

SHIPPING MAN ACCUSES US. 


Mr. Nairne Declares British Navy 


Must Keep the Canal Open. 


LONDON, Nov. 18.—‘' I am voicing the 
opinion of large merchant shipping in- 
terests in saying that we rely upon our 
costly navy to prepare measures to keep 
the Panama Canal always open to Brit- 
ish shipping,’’ declared Charles Stuart 
Nairne, a representative of extensive 
Scottish shipping interests, in an ad- 
dress at the Royal United Service In- 
stitution here to-day. He added: 

“It is upon such action alone that it 
will be possible in the immediate future 


for the taxpayers to maintain the Brit- 
ish Navy in its high position as a fight- 
ing force, for, despite the Hay-Paunce- 
fote Treaty, the world is now faced by- 
a fortified Panama Canal instead of one 
entirely for the benefit of the commerce 
of all nations. 

“T regard the United States of Ameri- 
ca as a nation, and hope they may ac- 
cept the term ‘all nations’ as including 
themselves. I see nothing to prevent 
the United States Senate from closing 
the Panama Canal at will against those 
having equal rights in its use if such a 
course appeared to them to be in their 
exclusive interests. I regard this as a 
serious situation, if not an entire breach 
of faith by the United States Govern- 
ment.” c 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—WaShington 
officials do not take seriously the speech 
of Charles Stuart Nairne in London to- 
day. 

Commenting upon Mr. Nairne'’s sug- 
gestion that the United States was 
guilty of a breach of faith in fortifying 
the canal, Secretary Garrison of the 
War Department said: ‘‘ That water has 
passed under the bridge.”’ 

The Secretary added that a previous 
Administration had declared by enact- 
ing a law providing for the canal forti- 
fications that the Hay-Pauncefote 
Treaty did not bind the United States 
not to erect defenses on the great water- 
way.

IN NATAL GENERAL 


May Spread Throughout South 
Africa and Tie Up All the 
industries. 


RIOTING AT LADYSMITH 


Townsmen Form an Armed Force, 
but the Indians Later Depart—They 
Say a Man Was Flogged to Death. 


DURBAN, Nov. 18.—The strike of 
East Indians spread to-day as far as 
the South Coast, and practically every 
Hindu workman in Natal, had laid down 
his tools this morning. 

The atmosphere was not so much dis- 
turbed as it was yesterday, the white 
women and children having overcome 
their first paroxysm of fear. The au- | 
thorities, however, consider {t possible 
that disorders may occur at any mo- 
ment, as serious allegations are being 
made concerning the ill-treatment of | 
the Hindus in their compounds, all of | 
which stories are believed by the other | 
East Indians. 

An East Indian recently: died in the: 
coal mining town of Dundee, some | 
twenty miles north of Ladysmith, and! 
it is alleged that the man’s death was | 
brought about by flogging. This, with} 
the arrest of about 2,000 Hindus for de- !

State to another of the Union of ord 
Africa, greatly excited the East Indians. 

In order to draw the attention of the 
Imperial Government to their griev- | 
ances Hindus marched across the Trans- 
vaal border from Natal, and most of 
the mrefused to pay the poll tax of $15 
per head imposed on East Indians in 
Natal. 

The East Indians do prewtonty all the 
labor in Natal, including that of the 
farms, the railroads, the sugar and tea 
plantations, and the mines, and most of 
the mechanics and domestics are East 
Indians. A general strike of the men of 
this race throughout South Africa would 
tie up all the industries. In Natal alone 
there were, according to the census of 
1911, over 140,000 East Indians and other 
Asiatics, while in the other colonies there 
are many thousands more. 

The Government is disinclined to de- 
clare martial law, as the employment of 
imperial troops for the suppression of 
the trouble would be likely to cause a 
movement of discontent in British India, 
where the people are already considet- 
ably irritated over the treatment of East 
Indians in the British colonies. 


LADYSMITH, Nov. 18.—About a thou- 
sand East Indians started rioting here 
this afternoon, claiming, as British sub- 
jects, equal rights with the white men. 
we police finally dispersed the 
mob. 

The disaffection was regarded as so 
Srave that a force of armed townsmen 
was enrolled and the police were pro- 
vided with revolvers. 

The Indians, however, returned to- 
night to Elandslaagte, one hour’s dis- 
tance from Ladysmith, and the fears 
of a renewal of the outbreak were so 
far dissipated that the volunteer police 
disbanded. 


CAPE TOWN, Nov. 18.—While 5,000 


East Indians are on strike at Durban 


alone, and the strike is extending con- 
tinually, the chief leaders repudiate any 
resort to violence or intimidation. 

Conflicting reports are current as to 
what is happening on the sugar plan- 
tations. While in some cases the coolies 
have tried to burn and destroy the 
crops, in many other cases they have 
kept order and have even assisted in ex- 
tinguishing the fires 

It is feared, however, that the strike 
will involve a tremedous loss, as the 
cane crop is ready for cutting. 

Apparently, the Government might be 
willing to remove the poll tax on the 
Indians, but for fear that to yield this 
point would lead to a similar rising by 
the Kaffirs against the poll tax. The 
situation thus is an exceedingly difficult 
one. 
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TRIAL OF COUNTESS BEGUN. 


Matrimonial Agent Accused of Fraud 
—Princess an Alleged Victim.

BERLIN, Nov. 18.—‘ Pussy” UW*l, 
daughter of a penniless journeyman 
tailor of Frankfort, and now Countess 
von Treuberg, was put on trial to-day 
on charges of fraud and usury. 

The case has attained the dimen- 
sions of a cause célébre owing to the 
fashionable persons concerned. Prin- 
cess Alexandra of Ysenburg, among 
others, will be called as a witness by 
the defense in support of the allega- 
tion that she was concerned in the 
negotiation of marriages between 
clients, of Countess von Treuberg’s 
Berlin matrimonial agency and 
wealthy Frankfort women. 

Countess von Treuberg aftér various 
matrimonial adventures obtained her 
title in a way which is apparently not 
uncommon in Germany. It is alleged 
that she purchased it from Count 
Ernst von Treuberg, who in 1911 was 
agent for a Hamburg shipping firm 
in London. 

“ Pussy,” as she was generally known 
in gay Berlin, offered the Count $6,250 
for the right to call herself his wife. 
The Count says he did not know her 
past career, and has petitioned for an 
annulment of the marriage. The de- 
fendant to-day admitted that after her 
marriage, which took place in Lon- 
don in January, 1911, she had not the 
means to pay her “ husband.” 

Besides the matrimonial agency, the 
defendant managed a money-lending 
agency. Among her clients was Prin- 
cess Louise of Belgium, on whose 
credit libraries to the value of $50,000 
were purchased and sold. Princess 
Louise asserts that she never saw 
anything of either books or money. 

Among the charges against Count- 
ess von Treuberg is one of fraud in 
connection with the alleged matrimo- 
nial designs of a Gove.nment archi- 
tect, for whom, it is stated, the Count- 
ess agreed to find a wife with a dowry 
of not less than $75,000:

“For your lover, your Maj- 
esty?” ask the courtiers. “No,” re- 
plies the Empress, with heavy German 
emphasis, “for my museum.” 

The play is handsomely staged, and 
much of its interest consists in its 
local color. 


$1,075 FOR A COIN. 


| Big Prices Obtained at the Carlyon- 


Britton Sale in London. 

By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Tele- 
graph to The New York Times. 
LONDON, Nov. 18.—In the sale at 
Sotheby’s to-day of the Carlyon-Brit- 
ton collection of coins of the British, 
Roman-British, Anglo-Saxon, and 
Norman series, a halfpenny, weight 
9.4 grs., struck at York in the year 
875, in perfect preservation, and prob- 

ably unique, brought $400. 

Another Northumbrian penny, struck 
in the reign of the Danish King Al- 
wald, A. D. 901-905, weight 18 ers., 
extremely fine and of great rarity, sold 
for $380. Only two or three specimens 
are known. The Rashleigh specimen 
realized $305. fc 

A penny of the reign of Regnald, an- 
other Danish King of Northumber- 
land, A. D. 948-4, a fine specimen of 
an apparently unpublished variety, 
and excessively rare, was knocked 
down for $300. 

A Mancus of Mercia, reign.of the 
Saxon King Offa, A, D. 757-796, an 
extraordinary and unique gold coin, 
which was first brought to the notice 
of English numismatists in the year 
1841, realized $1,075. In diameter it 
is 19:55 mm., and its weight is 66 grs. 
It agrees in weight with the well- 
known Arabic Dinar, which at that 
period largely formed the gold cur- 
rency of Europe and furnished Offa 
with a prototype for the only gold 
coinage bearing his name. 

A penny of the time of Ecgberht of 
Kent, A. D. 765-79, 18.2 grs., found at 
Stamford Hill in 1906, went for $500. 
This was a comparatively low price 
for this fine specimen of an extremely 
rare coin, Rashleigh’s much inferior 
example having sold for $765. 

A penny of Aethelred, A. D. 870-Ss9, 
weight 20.5 grs., fine and believed to 
be unique, sold for $305. ) 

A penny of Aethelberht of East An- 
glia, A. D. 794, who was murdered by 
Offa, realized $855. Its weight is 18.9 
ers. This coin is of the highest inter- 
est and rarity, only one other being 
known, which is in the National Mu- 
seum. It was found in the year 1908 
at the foot of the walls of the City of 
Tivoli, the ancient “ibur.

BOLDLY RIDICULED 
PHILIPPINE POLICY 


In Farewell Talk Dean Worces- 
ter, Retiring Commissioner, 
Criticised Wilson’s Plans. 


CAN’T TRUST NATIVES YET 


Speaker Draws Gloomy Picture of 
Filipino Rule, Based on Aguinaldo 
Regime—What Americans 
Have Done. 


Dean C. «Worcester, ex-Secretary ot 
the Interior in the Philippines, who ar- 
rived in San Francisco on Monday last, 
where he gave an interview to THB 
NEw YorK TIMEs correspondent, which 
was printed yesterday, in this news- 
paper on our new policy in the islands, 
meade a farewell address in Manila before 
leaving, which was published in The 
Manila Times of Oct. 14, copies of which 
recently reached New York. In this 
address, Mr. Worcester held up Presi- 
dent Wilson’s new policv to ridicule. 
He quoted from the writings of 
Woodrow Wilson to show that the 
latter, us a historian and _ politi- 
cal philosopher; had demonstrated 
theoretically that self-government could 


apprenticeship in self-mastery, obedi- 


j/ence, and reverence for law, and he 
prophesied that President Wilson’s 
policy necessarily would bring about a 
curtailment of the privileges so far 
granted to the Filipinos, and asserted 
that it was fraught with the gravest 


danger. 

In his speech, which was delivered the 
{night of Oct. 13 at a banauet given in 
honor of himself and two other ex-Com- 
missioners, Mr. Worcester painted the 
Filipino as he knew him, reverted to 
conditions .that had existed during the 
insurgent government, and warned his 
hearers, in effect, that a repetition of 
them would follow a premature be- 
stowal of independence. Mr. Worcester 
| first took up the subject of his ‘‘ un- 
popularity,’’ which charge, he admitted, 
was true with respect to a certain ele- 
ment of the population. 


Not in a Popularity Contest. 


‘“‘Charged at the outset,’ he said, 
“with the ultimate responsibility for the 
enforcement of modern sanitary regula- 
tions and the stamping out of epidemic 
diseases among an ignorant and super- 
stitious population; for the long and dis- 
couraging contest against the plagues 
which were decimating the horses and 
the cattle of the Islands; for the pre- 
vention of lawless despoiling of the 
public forests; for checkmating the 
highly ingenious schemes of wealthy 
citizens who attempted illegitimately to 
acquire great tracts of public land; 
for defending little property owners 
who sought to obtain titles to their hold- 
ings from the machinations of rich and 
powerful neighbors who tried to pre- 
vent their owning land in order the 
more easily to hold them in peonage, I 
have felt myself too hopelessly handi- 
sapped to make it worth while to en- 
ter any of the several popularity con- 
tests which have occurred in these Isl- 
ands.” 

Prof. Worcester paid a warm tribute 
to the heads of departments who had 
been under him, most of whom have 
been long years in the service. He named 
especially Father José Aggué, 8. J., 
head of the Weather Service; Major 
Ahearn, in charge of the Forestry Bu- 
reau; Capt. Charles H. Sleeper, head of 
the Bureau of Lands, and Dr. Victor 
G. Heiser, head of the Bureau of Health, 
who rid the Islands of bubonic plague 
and isolated leprosy, stamped out a 
cholera epidemic, redueed smallpox to a 
minimum and made Manila a health- 
ful city. ‘ 

“Tf men like those whom I have men- 
tioned are to be removed from the ser- 
vice to make room for political ap- 
pointees of whatsoever nationality,’’ de- 
clared the speaker, ‘let it be done 
promptly. The sooner it is over with 
the sooner the inevitable day of reckon- 
ing will come.” 

In discussing the Civil Service law, 
Prof. Worcester enumerated cases of 
Americans who had laid down their 
lives in the Philippines in the effort 
to do their duty. Of the vast work 
done by Bishop Brent and others, among 
the non-Christian tribes, Prof. Worces- 
ter declared it ‘‘wouid go down like a 
house of cards if American control 
were prematurely withdrawn.” 











American Achievemenis, 


‘ We have been told,’’ went on the 
speaker, ‘‘ that this Government of ours 
is a ‘toy Government’ because of the 
nature of the present organization of 
its legislative body. It has brought 
justice within the reach of the poor, a 


thing which in former days could be had 
only by the rich, and at a price. It 
has given the advantages of education 
to hundreds of thousands of children 
and youths. By the construction of 
splendid roads and good trails it has put 
thousands upon thousands of individuals 
who previously could not dispose of the 
products of their labor within easy 
reach of a market. It has surveyed and 
lighted’ the main lines of water com- 
munication and thus made safe the lives 
of those who go down to the sea in ships. 
It has established law and_ order 
throughout the length and breadth of a 
land hitHerto harried by the Tulisan, 
the ladrone, and the Moro, bringing to 
it peace, and with peace has come her 
twin sister, prosperity. 

‘* You business men,’’ Mr. Worcester 
told his hearers, ‘‘ knov’ by experience 
‘what American government of the 
archipelago means. Some of you know, 
also by experience, what Filipino rule 
means. The slump in real estate values 
and customs receipts and the withdrawal 
of funds about to be invested in Philip- 
pine commercial enterprises, which so 
promptly followed Mr. Wilson’s expres- 
sion of hope that the frontiers of the 
United States might soon be contracted, 
conclusively demonstrated your opinion 
as to what would happen under Filipino

rule, 

‘Specific assurance that the United 
States would not surrender sovereignty 
over to the archipelago until its inhab- 
itants had demonstrated both ability 
and inclination to maintain a_ stable, 
just, and effective Government would be 
followed by a steady, healthful commer- 
cial development which would bring in 
its wake a degree of prosperity hitherto 
unknown and undreamed of. . =e 
Turn the country over now, or ten years 
from now, to the Filipinos to govern, 
and the reputable business men of 
Manila, mindful. of Aguinaldo’s demand 
for his share of the war booty when 
Manila was taken, of the attempted con- 
fiscation of the lands of the religious 
orders and of Spanish citizens generally, 
of the proposal to tax foreignérs as such, 
of the torturing of friars, other Span- 
iards and Filipinos as well, in order to 
extort money from them; of the wide- 
spread brigandage, the officially au- 
thorized and directed murdering and the 
burying alive which prevailed during 
the period of undisturbed Filipino rule, 
will fold their tents like the Arabs and 
quietly steal away.

- “One thing is certain,’’ he prophesied; 

there will soon be 2 plethoric crop of 
new, interesting, and important data 
available for study. I can use them in 
my business, which for the present will 
be to endeavor to bring home to the 
people of the United States the truth 
about the Philippine Islands. 

In my opinion our Democratic 
friends have already made one radical 
mistake. They seem to have started out 
with the idea that it would be a fine 
thing to give the Filipinos something 
substantial at this juncture. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. In the 
past the clamor of politicians has not 
infrequently resulted in concessions 
granted in the vain hope of arousing 
their gratitude and bringing about a 
state of friendliness the advantages of 
which would outweigh certain clearly 
foreseen resulting difficulties. In no 
single instance has this proved to be the 
case, nor will it ever be the case until 
the present generation has been re- 
placed by the coming one, trained, in 
part at least, by Americans. 

“The Filipino politicians are like the 
horse leech’s daughters, crying ‘ Give! 
Give!’ They will not cease constantly 
to demand powers which they are as 
yet wholly unfit to exercise until some- 
thing has been taken away from them. 
It would be a novel and instructive ex- 
perience for them to‘ discover that this 
could be done. We may comfort our- 
selves with the reflection that the pol- 
icy adopted during the past week has 
paved the way for such a lesson by 
creating a probable early necessity 
for it. 

“The way to stimulate real, substan- 
tial progress among the Filipinos is to 
let the apples hang high and make them 
climb for them, instead of telling them 
to hold their hats and shaking the tree.” 

Prof. Worcester referred to the fact 
that appeals had been made to the 
Americans of Manila to support the 
Philippine policy of the present Admin- 
istration ‘‘ because it is the policy of 
an American Administration.” 


The Valor of Ignorance. 


‘“‘ Americans, and even American Pres- 
idents, have been known to make mis- 
takes,’’ he commented. ‘I yield to no 
man in my loyalty to my country and 
its institutions, but I see no reason why 
the views which I entertain, based on 
knowledge gained during eighteen years 
of residence in these islands, should 
be summarily abandoned in favor of 
those of a very distingulshed and able 
gentleman who is just now entering on 
the eighth day of his sojourn here, even 
though his present views represent the 
conclusions of a still more distinguished 
and able gentleman who has never been 
here at all. There is such a thing as 
the valor of ignorance, and it is some- 
times the duty of a loyal American to 
sound a note of warning, uncongenial as 
that task may be. 

“After all is said and done, the real 
Philippine question is,not what path the 
Filipino people shall take. That has been 
determined for all nations alike by a 
Divine Providence that is all-seeing, all- 
wise, and inexorable. It is not whether 
they shall travel the old, old road a lit- 
tle faster or a little more slowly. That 
will ultimately be settled, for them and 
for us, by the unanswerable logic of 
events, and we need not worry over it. 
The real question is, Shall they make 
their long and adventurous journey 
guided, helped, and protected by the 
strong and kindly hand of the United 
States of America, or shall they be left 
to stagger along alone, blind in their 
own conceit, under the keen and watch- 

l eye of another powerful nation hun- 
grily awaiting their first misstep?”

sion to-day in formal resolutions of pro- 
test by various Protestant organizations 
in Washington. Particular exception 
seems to have been taken to the Presi- 
dent’s acceptance of an 
the mass, though in the seven years of 
its institution members of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, Senators, 
Representatives, and diplomats have 
regularly made part of the distinguished 
audience at St. Patrick’s. 

The Pan-American mass was begun 
in President Roosevelt’s time. Under 
President Taft's Administration Secre- 
tary Knox asked the Right Rev. Mer. 
William Russell, rector of St. Patrick's, 
to make the mass an annual celebration. 
President Wilson recently promised to 
attend it. 

To-day the clergy of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, meeting at the Ral- 
eigh Hotel, denounced the ‘effort by 
the Roman hierarchy to give this Ro- 
man mass the color of an official func- 
tion.’’ 

The Episcopalian clergymen asserted 
that the Catholic priests sought to con- 
vey the impression that the President 


and his Cabinet officers wished the 
ceremony ic be recognized as the offi- 
cial Thanksgiving. Yesterday similar 
resolutions were adopted at meetings of 


the clergy of the Lutherans, the Bap- 
tists, and the Disciples of Christ. ; 

The resolutions of the Episcopalian 
clergy were introduced this morning by 
Dr. Randolph H. McKim, rector of the 
Church of the Epiphany, who recently 
retired from the Presidency of the Epis- 
copal House of Deputies. It is expected 
that the Presbyterian ministers. will 
adopt similar resolutions at their meet- 
ing on Monday. The resolution adopted 
to-day says in part: 

“Wor the last three or four years there 
has been celebrated in St. Patrick’s 
Church, in this city, on Thanksgiving 
Day, a solemn high mass at which the 
President of the United States and some 
members of his Cabinet, the Chief Jus- 
tice, and several other Justices of the 
Supreme Court, with a number of Sen- 
ators and members of Congress have 
attended as the guests of honor. 

“This service is now called in the 
public press ‘the official celebration 
of Thanksgiving Day,’ and is described 
in the bulletin of the Pan-American re- 
publics as having an ‘ official’ charac- 
ter, and every effort is made by the 
Roman hierarchy to give this Roman 
mass the color of an official function, 
as if it were generally recognized as a 
national service, and as if the President 
and his Cabinet by their presence wished 
it to be so recognized, which we are 
sure is not the case. 

“This fact has been understood, both 
in the United States and in foreign 
countries, to give the Roman Catholic 
Church a prestige and prominence over 
all other churches, and has even been 
believed by people in Brazil and Italy

There was a big slump in yesterday’s 
contributions to the $4,000,000 building 
fund of the Young Men’s and Young 
Women’s Christian Associations. The 
total amount reported by the leaders of 
the campaign at the noon day luncheon 
in the 25 Broad Street headquarters was 
only $33,650, as compared with the rec- 
ord of $172,291 announced at the meet- 
ing on Monday. This makes the grand 
total to date $2,590,076, with only six 
days left to raise more than 
to complete the fund by Nov. 24. 

Interest in the competition among the 
leaders centred yesterday in the friendly 
rivalry between Mr. and Mrs. Francis 
Louis Slade, each of whom holds the 
record for the individual teams of their 
respective committees. Mrs. Slade is 
Captain of Team 22 of the Women’s 
Committee, while her husband leads 
Team 1 of the Kingsley Committtee. The 
contributions reported yesterday enabled 
Mr. Slade to increase his lead to more 
than $7,000. His total to date is $69,246, 
while his wife’s is $62,233.

MOUNTED POLICE 
STIR HORSE SHOW 


Mayor Kline Views Military 
Spectacle of “Finest” 


of Traffic Squad. 
WALDOANDJOHNSON JUDGES 


Capt. Parker Breaks Collarbone 


When His Hunter Falls In Taking 
a Fence In Garden Arena. 


Sweeping along in the flood tide of 
success, the National Horse Show As- 


sociation’s sporting and society institu- 
tion rolled along as smoothly as a coach 
and four on @ sunny park drive. Day 
and night the patrons, attracted by 
fashion, a love of the horse, or to see 
and be seen at the function that is fore- 
most for the moment in the city’s whirl 
of gayetiles, fillud the boxes, seats, and 
the promenade about the ring at Mad- 
ison Square Garden. There was enter- 
tainment in plenty for all sorts and 
conditions of the onlookers. 

During one interval, at about 9:80 
o’clock, the attention of all was arrest- 
ed most thoroughly by the mounted 


police of the New York traffic squad. 


Led by Inspector Thomas Meyer as} 
commander, and Sergt. John O'Keefe as} 


bearer of the blue and gold guidon, a 
squad of twenty-nine enfiladed into the 
ring. Well mounted, trim in uniform, 
and bearing themselves like soldiers, 
the policemen went through aq series of 


evolutions in a style not to be surpassed 


by the West Point cadets on dress pa- 
rade or by Manhattan’s First Cavalry 
of the National Guard. This was fol- 
lowed by the judging of the mounts for 
three prizes. 

As reviewing officer, Police Commis- 
sioner Rhinelander Waldo occupied the 


chief position in the ring, supported by 


Fire Commissioner Joseph Johnson, rep- 
resenting the City Administration, and 
President Alfred G. Vanderbilt, with 
Reginald C,. Vanderbilt, G. L. Boisse- 
vain, Robert A. Fairbairn, and R. Law- 
rence, members of the National Horse 
Show Association. 


Mayor Kline and a party occupied an 
arena box during the evolutions of the 
mounted guardians of the city’s traffic, 


also as an onlooker was William C. 
Eno, the father of the traffic squad. 
France Wins Canadian Cup. 

Amid the soul-stirring strains of ‘‘ The 
Marsellaise"’*and the plaudits of two 
thousand enthusiastic spectators, Lieut. 
Baron de Meslon of the First French 
Cuirassiers won the Canadian Challenge 
Cup for officers and Government horses 
of all nations with the famous $30,000 
jumper Amazone. 

It was the third international jumping 
event of the show, and nearly seventy 
horses, representing seven nations, com- 
peted for the trophy, which must be 
won twice before becoming the abso- 
lute property of the winner. From a 
competitive standpoint the event almost 
equaled that of the previous evening, 
and it was midnight before the judges 
selected the French horse as the win- 
ner. The pick of the army jumpers of 
America, Canada, and Europe competed 
for one of the most coveted trophies of 
the show. 

The horses were required to clear 
four jumps twice, and after the first 
round seven jumpers were left. These 
were sent around the ring a second 
time, and five of them made_ perfect 
scores. <A third trial resulted in the 
elimination of two entrants, with Ama- 
zone, Lieut. Victor Nyssen’s Vendetta, 
and Col. the Hon, Clifton Sifton’s Sky- 
scraper in final competition. France, 
Belgium, and Canada alone remained to 
contest the final round. 

The Dominion with one leg on the cup 
needed but one more victory to carry 
the cup back to Canada. Each of the 
three horses tipped one of the four 
jumps, but the performance of Amazone 
was the best of the trio, and the award 
went to the French horse, which won 
the first international jumping contest 
last Saturday. Vendetta gave second 
honors to Belgium, and Canada was 
placed third with Skysmraper. The de- 
feat of the Russian horses, which won 
the King George Cup at the last London 
Olympia international show, was a big 
Surprise to the experts, who expected 
the representatives from the Muscovite 
nation to carry off the honors. 

Variety of Classes on View. 

There was a wide variety in the types 
On view in the long series of classes; 
the gamut ranging from tiny ponies to 
prancing hackneys, slimbodied trotters 
to stalwart hunters and thoroughbred 
sires; gently stepping saddle horses to 
jerkey-going high-steppers in single 
harness, with a stirring rivalry in each 


class—bar one. This was for road teams, 


which had but two entries {n striking 
contrast to the muster of road coaches 
that not so long since would fill the 
ring, the speedy whirling of the teams 
around the circuit, and the tunes of the 


guards brining the spectators to their 
feet in enthusiasm. The small entry, 
perhaps, is because our leading amateur 
coachman now prefer that their road 
work should be wholly English. There 
was no competition, for one of Judge 
Moore’s team was said by the veter- 
inarians to be lame, the consequent 
elimination leaving G. P. Taylor’s entry 
to win without opposition. 


Mr. Taylor’s team wag of solid bays 
or browns, equal to a park team in ele- 
gance, to a gaudy yellow coach as true 
to the road in style as an old London 
sporting print. This was true, too, of 
Judge Moore’s team, three grays and a 
bay, but his coach was as subdued in 
colors as a park drag. How the judges 
would have unwound this manifest tan- 
gle between opposing types of horses 
and vehicles would have been an inter- 
esting sight, indeed, but the fates willed 
otherwise. But Judge Moore had suc- 
cesses in other classes to keep him in 

His appearance behind 
szord and Lady Seaton in winning the 
appointment class for pairs to a phaeton 
was a grand display of the ultraperfect 
in this form of equipage, which until all 
the world went motor mad, was the 
most distinctive one a clubman could 
appear within the driving hour.

many cases the riders were amateurs,

T. Hanley, an aviator for the fun of it, 
was ‘‘in the ribbons ’”’ on his first ap- 
pearnce with one of his own hunters.

Unplaced on Saturday, second on 
Monday, and now picked as the best 
among about the same saddle horses, 
the ups and downs of Nickel Plate have 
indicated very thoroughly that show 
judges have the courage of their can- 
victions and may change their minds. 

H. K. Bloodgood, who judged the 
Morgans, admitted after tha class, ac- 
cording to gossip, that if he had had 
it to do over again the more typical Ara 
Gates would have been first instead of 
second to the trotting roadster sort rep- 
resented by Zephyr, which is further 
proof that a judge may change his mind. 
But all's well that ends well, is what 
Miss Atterbury and Zephyr’s owner 
thought. 

William H. Moore drove a novice pair 
in the heavy harness class which cre- 
ated a favorable impression among the 
spectators and judges, the blue ribbon 
going to his entry, Modoc and Allen. 
Miss Loula Long won the second prize 
with Hesitation and Consternation, a 
promising pair. 

Avoca, entered by George G. Rohlig 
and ridden by George Karlowski, was 
adjudged the winner of the saddle horse 
class up to carrying 200 pounds. The 
winner is possessed of plenty of breadth, 
and performed his paces in a most ap- 
proved manner. The second prize went 
to a promising mare, General Rosalie 
Jones, the property of Mrs. A. R. E. 
Pinchot. 

Miss Loula Long was fortunate in se- 
curing second prize in the roadster 
class with Aspiration, as the entry 
lacked the class and quality of E. T. 
Stotesbury’s Ruby, the winner, and W. 
M. V. Hoffman's Teneriffe, which was 
placed third. Ruby won the same class 
last year, and was far superior to the 
other entries. 

From the first appearance of horses 
in the harness horse class for pairs 
driven to demi-mail or spider phaetons 
there was little doubt as to the ultti- 
mate winner. Judge Moore drove his 
international winners, Lord Seaton and 
Lady Seaton, in splendid’ style, while 
the appointments and harness were per- 
fect. J. Sumner Draper’s Rillington 
Nimble and Nimbus earned the second 
ribbon, while the white rosette went to 
the second Moore entry, driven by 
George Chipchase. 

Proud Prince repeated his victory of 
Saturday fn the class for thoroughbred 
saddle horses. It was a difficult class 
to judge, and the entries were required 
to circle the tanbark many times before 
a decision was reached. Proud Prince 
made a splendid showing. Beau Broad- 
way, a stylish black gelding, entered 
and ridden by William A. McGibbon, 
lacked the substance and quality of the 
winner, but was superior to the other 
entrants. Oakleigh Thorne’s brown 
gelding Shortstreet made a commendable 


appearance and won the third award. 


Moore Four-in-Hand Loses. 

Judge Moore received a setback in the 
four-in-hand class, in which he has 
heretofore reigned supreme. Only two 
teams appeared for the trophy, and the 
Moore quartet appeared to possess all 
the qualifications of a good team, The 
two teams circled the track a number 
of times, when the judges requested 
Judge Moore to leave the ring. It after- 
ward developed that one of Mr. Moore’s 
wheelers was lame, and hence the dis- 
qualification. The ruling of the judges 
created a big surprise until the cause 
was known. G. P. Taylor’s team of 
bays, with no other competitor, ob- 
tained the blue rosette. 

Foregate Polly, which was placed first 
on Saturday in the class for ponies 
under saddle, recelved the fourth award 
after a keen competition in which Payne 
Whitney’s Carlton Quality carried off 
the premier honors. The winning pony 
is a stylish chestnut mare and was 
well ridden by Jimmy Swigert. Miss 


Dorothy M. Flynn’s gray mare, Donsy, 
a winner at the recent Piping Rock

Preece’s Sweetheart landed the third

MANAGE SUPERBAS 


Giants’ Veteran Coach to Han- 
die Ebbets Team Next 


Season. 


Wilbert Robinson of Baltimore, for 
the last five years an assistant of Man- 
ager John J. McGraw of the Giants, 
was named yesterday by President 
Charles H. BHbbets of the Brooklyn 
Club as successor to Bill Dahlen in the 
management of the Superbas. Robin- 
son’s contract, which was signed in Bal- 
timore Monday, reached President Eb- 
j bets yesterday, and Robinson is ex- 
pected to reach Brooklyn Thursday 
morning for a conference with the club 


officials, 


The new manager’s contract is for one 
year only, but he has been promised a 
longer contract and an advance in sal- 
ary if he can get better results in 1914 
than Dahlen obtained while he was in 
charge of the Superbas. As the Superbas 
have not finished in the first division 


since 1902, Robinson’s task is not such a 


difficult one, The terms of his 1914 con- 
tract were not made public. 

As a coach and developer of young 
pitchers Robinson has no superior in 
' baseball, and this fact played a strong 
| part in his engagement to lead the 
Brooklyn Club. Besides the voungsters 


, who were on the Brooklyn staff last 


season President Ebbets has _ several 
minor league pitchers for trial next 
Spring, and he figures that if Robinson 
can get two or three good slabmen out 
of the lot Brooklyn will have a first 
division team. Robby is credited with 
having developed Rube Marquard and 


Jeff Tesreau, whose work did so much 


to bring the National Laegue pennants 


] to New York during the last two sea- 
sons. Another strong point in Robby’s 
favor is that he has been McGraw’s first 
lieutenant for the last five years and 
understands the McGraw system thor- 
oughly. He was sure of a berth with 
the Giants as long as he cared to re- 
main, but McGraw was anxious to see 


him_ better his position, hence the un-| 


conditional release a few weeks ago. 

It is understood that Christy Mathew- 
s0n will be in charge of the recruits at 
the Marlin training camp from the time 
of their arrival there next Spring until 
Manager McGraw returns from his trip 
around the world in March. Matty is 
now on the Pacific Coast with the tour- 
ists, and he will remain there until Feb. 
20, when he will go to Marlin. McGraw 
is expected to pick out some veteran 
catcher to take Robinson's place as coach 
and assistant manager.

mained to be settled. Brown 1s said to have 
been promised his unconditional release from 
Cincinnati by President Herrmann, providing 
he could get a managerial berth. The pitcher 
said he was still able to take a turn on the 
mound occasionally. 





TO OFFER GOV. TENER JOB, 


National League Wants Pennsylva- 
nia Executive as its Leader. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 18,--The 
Presidency of the National Baseball 
League to succeed Thomas J. Lynch at 
the expiration of his term will be ten- 
dered Gov. John K. Tener to-morrow, 
according to an announcement here to- 
day by President Baker of the local 
National League club. 


A meeting of the Presidents of the 


various clubs of the league will be held 
in Harrisburg to-morrow for the purpose 
of discussing a successer to President 
Lynch, and Mr. Baker said the Pennsyl- 
vania Governor would be urged to ac~- 
cept the position. 

Gov. Tener in Harrisburg to-day de- 
nied reports that he had authorized a 
statement admitting that he was a 
candidate for the leadership of the 
league or that he would accept if it were 
offered him, . 

‘‘T have made no such statement," he 
declared, ‘‘ nor have I made any state- 
ment_since the original one in which I 
said I was in no sense a candidate.”’ 

Mr. Tener has more than a year to 
serve as Governor of Pennsylvania, and 
it is not believed by his friends that he 
would accept such a position after serv- 
ing as Chief Executive of a great State 


EAST AND WEST TO MEET. 


Dual Swimming Events Planned— 
Intercollegiate Board Proposed. 


If the present plans of college ewim- 


mers Materialize, there will be a num- 
ber of dual meets this season between 
the 'Varsity teams of the East and 
West after the individual league cham- 
pionships, to be held in this city on 
March 6. 


Managers of the Yale, Princeton, and 
Pennsylvania squads, likely to prove the 


strongest in the intercollegiate tournas 
ment, have already opened negotiations 
for competitive tours through the Cen- 
tral States, and it looks as if they would 
be able to book dates with most of the 
conference teams. 

The fact is particularly interesting, 
because the clashes between the leaders 
of the two major associations will de- 
cide the question of national supremacy 
in water sports among the colleges, 
even though the meets are not officially 
recognized as championship ones. 

Furthermore, there is a scheme on 
foot to establish a national intercolle- 
sgiate board to govern aquatics through- 
out the country where university men 
are concerned, and it is hoped that the 
coming events will bring it closer to 
fruition, if not to maturity. Eastern- 
ers have for some time been considering 
it, and of late the Westerners have also 
begun to look favorably upon it. All 


now realize the advantages to be de- 
rived from it. 


In the fight for honors this year the 


; conference colleges will be hard to beat, 


for they have unusually good candidates 
for most of the events in sight, and they 
are exceptionally favored in breast and 
back stroke swimming, the branches of 
natation which are not featured on the 
Eastern league programme, therefore 
being neglected. H. Taylor, one of the 
fastest breast-strokers in the country, 
is at Wisconsin University, and several 
of his close rivals will compete on the 
other teams against the visitors. 

Among the leading free-style swim- 
mers who will represent the West are 
Kenneth Huzzagh, the fifty-yard record 
holder; William Vorsburgh, a member 
of the Illinois Athletic Club’s champion 
relay team, and E. W. McGillivray, a 
brother to Perry, the all-round star, 
and himself a great sprinter.

YALE TAKING ON 
WEIGHT FOR GAME 


Only Lightest Football Work 
Will Be Done Before Con- 
test at Cambridge.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 18.—The 
Yale football coaches bave decided to 
stand pat on the line-up that they or- 
dered against Princeton last Saturday. 
They began the final week’s practice of 
the season to-day by using that identical 
make-up of the ‘Varsity eleven, and 
this evening Head Coach Jones and 
Capt. Ketcham asserted that they have 
no idea of making a change before the 
Harvard game next Saturday. The two 
Gays’ visit to Yale Field, which com- 
prises the final week’s practice, includes 
three objects, according to the cam- 
Ppaign policy outlined to-day by the 
coaches. These are: First, defensive 
practice for the Varsity; second, devel- 
opment of several substitutes for part 
of the Harvard game, and third, win- 
ning back the lost weight of the team. 

Some of the players lost nearly eight 
pounds during the Princeton game, and 
the average loss was between five and 
six pounds to each man. In some cases 
this has not been more than half re- 
gained, and this fact has led the coaches 
to make the work light this week. Capt. 
Ketcham said this evening: ‘‘ There 
may be five minutes’ scrimmaging to- 
morrow, but I doubt it.” 

To prevent any of the gridiron stars 


from reaching too fine an edge they 
will be taken to-morrow night to Ten 
Acres, the Prospect Hill home of Major 
Louis Stoddard, for dinner, and later 
to a vaudeville entertainment. The 
policy of frequently changing diet has 
been adhered to and the regulars have 
been taken alternately this Fall to dif- 
ferent training tables, including the 
Hotel Taft, the Quinnipick Club, Major 
Stoddard’s home, Meriden Country Club, 
Dr. Sanford’s suburban place in Litch- 
field, and Oliver Jennings’s estate in 
Fairfield. 

Their first visit to Yale since the 
Princeton game was to-day, and the 
regulars were given an hour of signal 
rehearsal and defensive hammering, the 
scrubs driving against them with Har- 
vard formation. With exactly the for- 
mation that withstood the Tiger attack 
the ’Varsity held in check the Har- 
vard formation to-day.

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PHIL CROSS LANDS 
BLOWS ON MADDEN 


Bowery Champion Makes Only 
a Target for Leach 
Cross’s Brother. 


Frankie Madden, the Bowery cham- 
Pion, received the severest beating of 
his oareer last night at the Atlantic 
Garden A. C. in his ten-round bout with 
Phil Cross, the latter being the leader 
in every round of the ten contested, 
The feature of the leser’s work was his 
inability to land what proved to he the 
wildest of swings, and had he been try- 
ing purposely to misg his opponent he 
could not have been more successful. 

Cross was continually on top of his 
man with jabs and left swings, most of 
which found qa landing place on the 
Bowery title holder. The latter at the 
finish was badly used up, and some of 
the spectators at the end remarked that 
his friends would be unable to recog- 
nize him this morning. Madden aided 
in his staying through the required 
route by boring-in and covering-up tac- 
tics, followed by clinching, to the cha 
grin of his followers, who implored him 
to get ‘one over.” 

In the sixth round Cross ripped over 


a left hook which upset his opponent 
and sent him to the floor. In order to 
attempt to prove that he had not been 
seriously disturbed by the punch, Mad- 
den was almost immediately on his feet, 
only to race into a hurricane of rights 
and lefts, most of which counted. 

The men came into the ring accom- 
panied by the plaudits of their follow- 
ers, who crowded ‘the building. Cross 
was announced as scaling 142% pounds 
and his opponent a half pound less. 
Madden started in directly after the 
bell rang, and got over weak lefts and 
rights which warranted a good mix-up. 
Cross sooa showed his superiority and 
easily gained the round. 

Marly in the second both became too 
eager ta get over heavy swiEing blows, 
which resulted in each going down to 
his knees in turn, with Madden the first 
to meet with the temporary misfortune. 
Madden began to set himself for every 
punch he attempted, with Cross in the 
meanwhile showering him apparently 
at will. Toward the end of this session 
Madden seemed to tire from the effect 
of the pace in combination with the 
efforts he wasted in futile swings. 

Cross began operations in the third by 
landing all over his man, Madden not 
seeming to fear jabs or swings, but ap- 
parently awaiting the opportunity to 
land a ‘“haymaker,” which chance 
never seemed to occur. Midway during 
the round Madden came through with 
what proved to be but a flash, as he 
failed to live the pace he had set him- 
self, and toward the end was the re- 
ceiver general. 

Despite the fact that Madden bored 
in continually during the fourth, he ran 
into volleys of punches, which soon had 
him bleeding from the mouth. He came 
along to a bit better advantage at the 
latter stage, but was unable to ever- 
come the lead his opponent gained dur- 
ing the early part of the session. From 
the fifth round on it was only a ques- 
tion of Madden’s ability to stay the 
journey, as he was hopelessly out- 
classed, failing to land any of his well- 
meant swings. He made rallies at pe- 
riods from that stage on, but was in no 
way effective, . 

In the semi-final at six rounds between 
George Fox and Ralpn Rose, the latter 
started in to make short work of his 
opponent, but after the first round he 
was handed as hard a beating as he 
probably ever received.

He has 
practically eliminated smallpox, bubon- 
ic plague, and cholera, and has ex- 
cluded beri-beri from public institu- 
tions; has built the best general hos- 
pital in the tropics, and has isolated 
the lepers while arousing only a mini- 
mum of opposition by so doing. He 
has reduced the death rate of American 
officers and employes to less than five 
in 1,000, and among Filipino officers 
and employes to four in 1,000; he has 
made Manila more healthful than many 
of the larger cities of America and hus 
materially reduced the death rate 
throughout the islunds. His place sim- 
ply cannot be filled for years. Should 
Dr. Heiser be transferred to make way 
for a politician, he doubtless would 
heave a sigh of relief, but it would be 
asad day for the Philippines.

The ownership of newspapers is no 
longer open to conjecture. A Federal 

| statute demands of them, under pain 
| of exclusion from the privileges of 
|the mails, that they publish twice 
| annually the names of all persons 
| owning as much as 1 per cent. of 
| their capital stock. The publications 
| required have been made during the 
last year by all the newspapers, as 
Mr. FouLKe very well knows. They 
are made on oath. If Mr. FouLKE 
will in any individual case charge 
that the real ownership was con- 
cealed, and that the statements made 
are perjuries, we have no doubt that 
he will be accommodated with an op- 
portunity to prove his statement in a 
court of law. 

The press of the country has long 
enough submitted to this ancient 
calumny. It has made no particular 
protest because the cuthors of these 
falsehoods were for the most part 


worthy of no attention. Mr, FouLKE 


is a person of some public note, and 
it is necessary to remind him that 
such gross misrepresentations as he 
permitted himself to make at Toronto 
can no longer be tolerated. The time 


has gone by for that. Now that the 


newspapers have in good faith com- 
Plied with the statute requiring pub- 
licity, the charge that they are owned 
or controlled, and through such own- 
ership or control unduly influenced 


upon himself the reproach of slander 
and falsehood. 


Post Office Appropriation bill, which 
embodies the publicity requirement, is 
incomplete.

The pledged tickets contain the clause ‘‘ not 
transferable,’’ and the opera company may de- 
clare them void, without refunding the money, 
if sold to or used by a party other than the 
original subscriber. Therefore, the opera 
company may them void if used by 
a party other than Tyson.

MODERN RECORDS MUSEUMS 


Founder of Association Welcomes 
Dr. Kunz’s Project. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I see in THe TrMes for to-day that 
under the leadership of Dr. George F. 
Kunz a movement is on foot for the 
‘“‘founding of a group of museums in 
this city consisting of twenty buildings, 
which will be known as The Museums 
ot the Peaceful Arts,” the initial meet- 
ing for the promulgation of the idea 
having taken place under the auspices 
of ‘‘The American Committee for the 
Celebration of the One Hundredth An- 
niversary of Peace 
Speaking Peoples.” 

I congratulate Dr. Kunz and the other 
incorporators associated with him in this 
inestimably useful and necessary under- 
taking, and have no doubt of its popu- 
larity and ultimate success. Several of 
the gentlemen on the list have been 
‘training for the work,’’ so to 
in our long two years’ labor to estab- 
lish The Modern Historic Records Asso- 
ciation, which, while not 
under the auspices of the 
Committee for the Celebration of the 
One Hundredth Anniversary of Peace 
Among English-Speaking Peoples, was, 


absolutely and precisely, organized, to} 


quote John A. Stewart in speaking 
of the new proposed museums, ‘‘‘ to pre- 
serve the records of our industrial, me- 
chanical, and scientific progress for pos- 
terity.”” Permit me to Show an interest- 
ing parallel. It is from an article on 
the ‘Proposed Building of the Asso- 
ciation ’’ in the booklet of The Modern 
Historic Records Association, published 
in April, 1913: 

The evidences of changes in life, 
of development of resources, of expansion 
of human activity, even of comparatively 
recent important historic events, of the 
growth of the arts and sciences [are 
most carelessly neglected] * * *. Par- 
ticular things, first models, photographs, 
machines, are kept for a few years, per- 
haps for a generation two, and then 
cast aside and are lost forever, that 
when it wished to trace the course of

Be Carefully Studied. 


To the Editor of The New York Tines: 

While visiting the American of 
Natural History on Sunday afternoon for 
the purpose of studying the Mexican 
tiquities I found the hall in which 
were contained to be wholly unlighted. It 
was impossible to see more than the dim 
outlines of the collection, and a careful ex- 
amination was out of the question without 
the aid of a “ bug light,’’ which I saw one 
woman using, who evidently knew the habits 
of the place. 

I found that only central halls are 
illuminated, and the wings, comprising the 
greater part of the building, are dark. Those 
who, like myself, had for a _ special 
purpose, were left without the necessary 
and proper illumination pursue their 
studies. In answer to my inquirles the at- 
tendant replied that the expense of lighting 
the entire place was too great, and that be- 
sides there was not power enough in the 
building. These reasons are entirely inade- 
quate, Such a state of affairs is only pos- 
sible In a provincial city—-which New York 
is continually showing itself to be. 

If the museum js for the use and Instruc- 
tion of the people, and I belleve nearly 1,000,- 
000 visit it yearly, why is it the authorities 
are permitted to pursue such a niggardly 
policy that only a small part of the really 
superb collection is visible? Sunday should 
be the gala day of the week, and everything 
possible should be done to make it easy and 
interesting for people to see the whole col- 
lection at all times. As it is, during the 
Winter months, between dark and 5 o'clock, 
the hour of closing, there are from one to 
two hours when most of the collections are 
entirely useless.

Orders Inquiry to See if the 
Penal Law Has Been 
Violated. 


HE WILL GET AT THE FACTS 


Opera Company Decides to Sell its 
Tickets Hereafter Direct to 
Subscribers. 


A John Doe investigation of all 
transactions which caused the tangle 
over the $54,000 worth of Metropolitan 
Opera tickets held by the Metropolitan

agency would be able by the end of the 
week to redeem the tickets for the re- 
maining 22 weeks of grand opera, valued 
at a little more than $51,000, that are 
still in the possession of the Metropoli- 
tan Trust Company. 


To Sell Tickets Direct Hereafter. 


As a result of the tangle over the 
opera tickets that were allotted to Tyson 
& Company, the Metropolitan Opera 
Company will not issue any more tickets 
to ticket agencies. Further, it is under- 
stood that the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany will not take any part in the pres- 
ent controversy for fear of complicating 
the situation. 

The Opera Company has denied that 
it took any action or used any influence 
in completing the arrangement by which 
Tyson & Company redeemed from the 
Metropolitan Trust Company, the tickets 
for the first week's performance that 
were delivered on Monday to the sub- 
scribers. The Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany also has denied that it knew the 
allotment of tickets made to Tyson & 
Company was intended for hypotheca- 
tion when the tickets were delivered to 
Tyson & Company. 

Otto Hi. Kahn, Chairman of the Board 
of Directors of the Metropolitan Opera 
Company, was seen at his office yes- 
terday, but he had nothing to say foi 
publication in regard to the situation.

The Great Violinist NV Nake His F 
Appearance This Season. 


Mr. Fritz Kreisler, who came to Amer- 
ica last season for only a few orchestral 
concerts and offered no solo recitals, 
has returned this season to give much 
of himself in both these ways. He made 
a beginning yesterday afternoon in 
Carnegie Hall with a recital. Every 
time he returns, Mr. Kreisler’s noble, 
virile, versatile, and widely sympathetic 
art seems finer than it did before; for | 
he is an artist still young and still in 
the process of growth toward the high- 
est things. And yet the judgment that | 
he is among the greatest of contempo- | 
rary artists is already one that can be 
bestowed upon him without fear. 

He did not show all his greatest qual- 
ities in his recital yesterday, though 
there was indeed matter that brought 
out some of his finest musicianship—the 
E major suite of Bach, of which the 
prelude and gavotte are often played, 
the two minuets and gigue much less 
j often. It is a as Bach wrote 
but Schumann added skilfully and 
judiciously a pianoforte accompaniment; | 
and it was this version that Mr. Kreis- 
ler played yesterday, though nothing 
was said about it on the programme, 
as there should have been. Mr. Kreis- 
ler’s tone did not have all through his 


composition quite its full sensuous | 
beauty and smoothness which was | 
manifested later in the programme; but | 
it had a masculine and searching power 
The splendid vigor, nerve, and rhythmic 
elesticity of his performance, especially 
of the prelude; his warmth and breadth 
of style, and the pregnant significance | 
of his phrasing made it memorable.

CONGRESS TO STICK: 
YIELDS TO WILSON 


Quitting to Get Mileage Would 
Be a Great Political Error, 
He and Leaders Think. 


CURRENCY PASSAGE REMOTE 


Senate Debate, About Dec. 8, to 
Last Two Months—New No‘es 
Not to be Legal Tender. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—While the 
opinion af Democratic Senators is far 
from united on the subject of adjourn- 
ing Congress, ail hope of bringing the 
session to an end before the regular ses- 
sion begins vanished to-day. Yesterday 
Senators who voiced the wishes of the 
Administration thought an adjournment 
very likely, and seemed themselves 
mildly to favor it. The inference was 
drawn that the President was not op- 
posed to it. 

To-day, however, the President let it 
be known in no uncertain tones that he 
would never consent to an adjourn- 
ment. This determination was con- 
Strued partly as a logical sequel to his 
declaration early in the Summer that 
Congress would remain in session and 
that the Curreney bill would be on the 
statute books before December. 

All hope of the speedy enactment of 


currency reform has been abandoned. 
In insisting on a continuous sitting of 
Congress, he wishes to avoid the ap- 
pearance of permitting an adjournment 
simply in order that members of 
Congress might collect $226,000 of 
mileage. He agrees with many Demo- 
cratic leaders, who have expressed the 
view that adjournment for the sake of 
mileage wouid be a great political error.

The debate can hardly begin in ear- 
nest before Dec. 8 and conservative es- 
timates are that two months will be 
required for it. If the committee re- 
ports by Saturday there will still re- 
main only one week of the present ses- 
sion. Monday would probably be passed 
over without serious discussion. On 
Tuesday the Serate will not be in ses- 
sion out of compliment to the wedding 
of Miss Jessie Wilson. Thursday is 
Thanksgiving Day. From Dec. 1 to Dec. 
6 time in the Senate is pre-empted by 
unanimous consent to consider the Sea- 
men’s biii. 

Both halves of the Senate Committee 
continued their work to-day of revising 
the House bill in various particulars. 
Frightened at the comment their action 
aroused, the Democratic faction re- 
versed their action making the new 
notes legal tender. At the same time 
they placated the Bryanites by restor- 
ing lawful money to eligibility along 
with gold for the reserves of the re- 
gional reserve banks, while the notes 
must be redeemed in gold alone at the 
Treasury. The regional banks reserves 
must be 331-8 per cent., while a suf- 
ficient fund must be maintained on de- 
posit with the Treasury to redeem the 
notes of the regional bank presented in 
Washington. 

To ease the stringency expected to 
arise from the shifting of reserves upon 
the installation of the new system the 
Democratic wing of the committee de- 
cided that the regional banks might ac- 
cept on this account, instead of cash, 
prime commercial paper for half of the 
reserve to be deposited by member 
banks, though this paper. shall .be 
counted at only half its face value. 
During the same transitional period the 
Federal Reserve Board is authorized to 
accept all sorts of money, including 
national bank notes. 

The Republican half of the commit- 
tee, by a vote of 4 to 2, refused to in- 
corporate into the bill a measure pro- 
hibiting interlocking directorates. Mr. 
Bristow of Kansas and Mr. Crawford 
of South Dakota voted for the amend- 
ment. They decided to ease the strain 
on the money market incident to the 
shifting of reserves by extending over 
a period of twenty-four months the time 
within which the shift might be ac- 
complished. The required reserve of 
banks in reserve cities was fixed at 15 
per cent. and in other places at 12 per 
cent. 

Both halves of the committee elimi- 
nated the savings bank section. The 
tepublican wing increased the require- 
ment of capitalization for a bank estab- 
lishing a branch abroad from $1,000,000 


to $5,000,000, and incorporated a pro-| 


vision permitting the regional banks to 
establish foreign branches. Member na- 
tional banks would be permitted by an 
amendment adopted to lend money on 
farm mortgages for not more than five 
vears to an amount equal to one-third 
of the bank’s time deposits. A time de- 
posit is defined as a deposit for more 
than thirty days. : i 

The Republican wing inserted another 


amendment abolishing the system 
whereby national bank examiners re- 
ceive fees. Instead flat salaries of from 
$2,000 to $7,000 were substituted, the 
salary in any particular case to be fixed 
by the Federal Reserve Board.

Jury Decides $13,000 Gem Is Not 
the One Stalen from Nissen & Co. 


The $13,000 pink pearl which for the 
past six days had been handed from 
jurymen to witnesses in the Supreme 
Court before Justice? Donnelly Was re- 
stored yesterday by the jury's verdict to 
Mrs. Jules J. Vatable as its rightful 
owner. 

Ludwig Nissen & Co. fost, on April 29, 
1907, through theft, a pearl simijar to 
that owned by Mrs, Vatable, and sued 
to recover her pearl on the ground that 
it was stolen preperty when she bought 
it. Expert witnesses testified that the 
pearl stolen trom Ludwig Nissen & Co. 
weighed 26 grains and was drilled, while 
the pearl in Mrs. Watable’s possession 
weighed 25% grains and was unurilled 
at the time she became its owner. 

When the taking of testimony in the 
suit was finished on Monday Mrs, Vat- 
able asked that she be allowed to wear 
her jewel at a reception that night, but 
permission was refused on the ground 
that the jury might at any time want it 
as an exhibit, The pearl stolen from 
Ludwig Nissen & Co. was_ reputed to 
have a tragic history, and was even 
said to have possessed malign influence 
on the fortunes of its owners, among 
whom were a deposed Rajah and a 
bankrupt. society man. 


ACCUSES THE COAL ROADS. 


Plymouth Coal Company Alleges 
Discrimination by Three Lines.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 18.—Robert D. 
Jenks and William A. Glasgow, Jr., as 
counsel for the Plymouth Coal Company 
of Wilkes-Barre, to-day filed complaint 
with the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion against the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
the Delaware, Lackawanna & Western, 
and the Central Railroad of New Jer- 
sey, alleging that the present rates on 
the railroad lines are unjustly discrim- 
inatory, and in favor of shippers from 
Taylor, Penn., and collieries east thereof. 

The eompany asserts that its mines, 
located in the Wyoming district, have 
to pay a nigher rate than collieries 
thirteen miles further away from the 
concentrating point, although in the 
same zone. a 

Attorneys for the Interstate Com- 
merce Comission, who are conducting 
the inquiry here into the practices of 
the coal carrying railroads, delved deep 
to-day into the subject of transporta- 
tion facilities. :

BANKS ASK CHANGE 
IN BOND INCOME TAX 


Confer with Treasury Officials 
Over Securities Owned by 
Foreigners Abroad. 


RULE AS TO FISCAL YEAR 


How Corporations Must Make Their 
Returns So That Tax on In- 
comes Can Be Compared. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Representa- 
tives of six New York banking houses 
which engage in large international 
bond transactions were in conference 
here with officials of the Treasury De- 
partment this afternoon with a view of 
facilitating the administration of the 
income tax law in the case of non-resi- 
dent foreigners owning interest-bearing 
bonds. 

In the party were Vice President John 
E. Gardin of the National ‘City Bank, 
Mr. Stevens of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
Charles D. Dickey of Brown Brothers & 
Co., Henry R. Ickelheimer of Hidel- 
bach, Ickelheimer & Co., H. H. Habdin 
of the Bank of Montreal, and Col. F, Q. 
Brown of Redmond & Co, Secretary 
McAdoo arranged for them to meet the 
following officials directly in charge of 
the preparation of regulations for the 
administration of the income tax law: 
John Skelton Williams, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury; Col. W. H. Os- 
borne, Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue; Deputy Commissioner Spear, and 
Solicitor Johnson of that bureau. 

The regulations issued on Oct. 25 pro- 
vided that the income tax to be collect- 
ed at the source would be deducted from 
the income derived from interest on 
bonds, mortgages, equipment trusts, re- 
ceivers’ certificates, or other similar 
obligations, of which the bona fide 
owners Were citizens of foreign coun- 
tries residing in foreign countries. This 
regulation, however, provided that such 
interest coupons, or in the case of 
wholly registered bonds, the orders for 


the payment of such interest must be 
accompanied by duly certified robfs 
to cover the cases of foreign rae noen- 
resident owners. Under the regulations 
already issued the normal tax of 1 per 
cent. would be deducted at the source 
unless such proof of foreign ownership 
were duly furnished. The form of the 
certificate was contained in thé regula- 
tions. 

AS a result of to-day’s conference it is 
probable that there will be a revision of 
the regulation for the purpose of serving 
the Government without working hard- 
ship or injustice to the foreign bond- 
holders living in foreign countries or 
to the American houses through which 
the interest on these bonds is paid. 

Secretary McAdoo late this afternoon 
issued another ruling governing the es- 
tablishment of a “ fiscal year’”’ by cor- 
porations as a basis for the computation 
of their net income and the payment of 
their income tax. The ruling took the 
form of an order to all Collectors of In- 


ternal Revenue, reading in part as fol- 
ows: 

Any corporation, joint stock company, or 
association, or any insurance company, sub- 
ject to the tax imposed by this act, may, at 
its option, have the tax payable by it com- 
Puted upon the basis of the net income re- 
ceived (accrued) from all sources dufing ita 
fiscal year, provided that it shall desig- 
nate the last day of the month selected as 
the month in which its fiscal year shall 
cloge as the day of the closing of its fiscal 
year, and shall, not less than thirty days 
prior to the date upon which its annual 
return is to be tiled, give notice in writing, 
to the Collector of Internal Revenue for 
the district in which its principal place of 
business is located, of the day it has thus 
designated as the closing of such fiscal 
year. 

In pursuance of this provision, a corpoera- 
tion or like organization subject to this 
tax may, for example, designate the 80th 
day of September as the day for the clos- 
ing of its fiscal year whereupon its return 
of annual net income shall be filed with 
the Collector of Internal Revenue of the 
district in which its principal place of 
business is located, not tater than ajxty 
days after the close of its said proposed 
fiscal year; that is to say, on or before 
the 20th day of November next succeeding. 

The date of the closing of the fiscal year 
having been designated, notice thereof must 
be given to the Collector not less than 
thirty days prior to the last day of such 
sixty-day period. In the case just jn- 
stanced the notice must be given not later 
than Oct. 31. ; 

If such designation (Sept. 30, 1913,) has 
been made and notice given, as hereinbefore 
indicated, as to the closing of the fiscal 
vear 1918, the corporation would be author- 
ized to make its return and have the tax 
payable by it computed upon the basis 
of the net income received (accrued) by 
it during the period from Jan. 1 to Sept. 
30, 1913, both dates inclusive. 

In the absence of such designation and 
notice of the closing of the fiseal year, 
corporations and like organizations subject 

| to this tax will be required to make their 
returns and have the tax computed upon the 
| basis of the net income for the calendar 
ear, 
vt Returns made under this new order 
of things must be on the new forms 
prescribed by the Treasury Department. 
The forms heretofore in use, under the 
special excise tax law, cannot be used 
for making returns for either the fiscal 


or calendar year 1913.’

TO GUARD DESIGNS 


Manufacturers and Importers 
to Meet Here Friday and 
Study Piracy Problem. 








WANT CHEAP REGISTRATION 





Low Fee Would Help Greatly, Mer- 
chants Say — New Kahn Law 
Also to be Considered. 





Plans have practically been completed 
for the anti-design piracy convention 
which will be held at the Hotel Astor 
on Friday. Addresses will be made by 
@ number of prominent business men, 
including W. A. Marble, President of 
the Merchants’ Association; Charles 
Cheney, head of the Silk Association of 
America; Col. George Pope, President 
of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers; E. W. Bradford, head of the 
Patent Law Association, and C. A. Lent, 
Vice President of the National Associa- 
tion of Stationers and Manufacturers 
of the United States. Martin W. Little- 
ton will also speak. 

The convention will be held under the 
Girection of the National Registration 
League, of which 8S. M. Weatherly of 
Philadelphia is Secretary, and a com- 
mittee representing the Federation of 
Trade Press Associations of the United 
States, of which C. R. Clifford of this 
city is Chairman. It is expected that 
about 800 prominent manufacturers and 
importers, representing seventeen trades 
in which an original design is a market- 
able asset, will attend the convention. 
From one to twelve delegates have been 
appointed to the convention by each of 
the various trade organizations that will 
be represented. 

While the intention of the convention 
will be primarily to draft tentative leg- 
islation that will put an end to design 
piracy by opening the way for Federal 
registration of, original designs at a 
low fee, the recently enacted Kahn law 
will also come up for consideration. 
This law provides for the protection of 
the designs and patterns of foreign 
merchandise that will be exhibited at 
the coming Panama-Pacific Exposition 
in San Francisco, and in its present 
form is considered extremely danger- 
ous to the future interests of American 

\ manufacturers of merchandise similar 
to that protected by its provisions. The 
League and the Federation’s committee 
do not aim to criticise the author of the 
law or the national authorities for pass- 
ing it, but, instead, to point out the 
dangers that evidently were unforeseen 
at the time of its passage. The mer- 
chants supporting the movement are 
believed to be in full sympathy with the 
idea of protecting the designs the law 
covers, but fear bad results if several 
of its * eat provisions are left un- 
changed. 

The convention will be called to order 
at 2 o’clock Friday by Mr. Yrestherty 
after which a temporary Chairman w j 
be elected.

Pre-Cooling Problems Studied. 

Both the Government and private par- 
ties are endeavoring to reduce the high 
cost of living, so far as perishable pro- 
ducts are concerned, by giving closer 
study to the problem of cooling those 
products before shipping them to the 
consuming markets. Acording to an an- 
nouncement of the Seaboard Air Line 


Railway, arrangements have been com- 
pleted with the Government for the es- 
tablishment of a Federal experimental 
station at Palmetto, Fla. It is expected 
that this station will be opened about 
Dec. 1. The idea that the Government 
will try out there is that perishable pro- 
ducts Gan be much preserved by placing 
cars, immediately after loading, at a 
pre-cooling station for submission to & 
special process for this purpose. The 
Intermittent Vacuum Pre-Cooling Cor- 
oration has constructed a demonstra- 
ion car, designed to give a practical 
demonstration of pre-cooling throughout 
the country. The plant in this car is of 
sufficient capacity to pre-cool the con~- 
tents of a standard refrigerator car to 
the meautred temperature in from three 
to four hours. It was tried out on Mon- 
day at the plant of the Shipley Con- 
struction & Supply Co., Brooklyn, and 
succeeded in producing a temperature of 
80 to 34 degrees, Fahrenheit, within the 
alloted time. t is expected that the 
demostration car will be sent South at 
the end of this week.

Coffee Prices Off-—Firms Fall. 

A reactionary tendency has developed 
in the coffee market recently, according 
to Henry Nordlinger & Co., and it has 
been accelerated by corresponding 
weakness on the part of Brazilian hold- 
ers, and the liquidation of speculative 
accounts. They say that the para- 
mount market issue is not now the size 
of the current crop, which may turn 


out to be 10,000,000 bags, but what the 
growing crop will amount to. In this 
respect they say it is best to ignore sen- 
sational estimates, as for instance, esti- 
mates of one half the size of the current 
crop or of a crop failure. They lay 
stress on the fact that recently the trees 
have not been in condition to produce a 
good crop, but say that reports of 
weather conditions in the producing 
centres in the last two weeks can 
hardly be taken to bear out rumors of 
crop failure. Current stock: of coffee 
in this country are placed at 1,300,000 
bags, which, under normal conditions, 
is barely equal to two months’ with- 
@rawals from the warehouses. Accord- 
ing to reports received in this market 
esterday from Santos, several Brazilian 
irms dealing in coffee had failed there. 
Details could not be learned beyond the 
fact that the largest failure, that of a 
rominent export house, involved capli- 
fal amounting to about $500,000.

License Product to Maintain Prices. 

Following the recent decision of the 
United States Supreme Court to the ef- 
fect that it is illegal for manufacturers 
of any article to set a retail selling price 


for it, one of the prominent talking ma- 
chine companies bas adopted a new sell- 
ing scheme. The idea of the new scheme 
is apparently to maintain retail selling 
prices by a license arrangement with 
dealers and consumers. Under this plan 
both the dealer and the ultimate user 
are licensed only to use the company’s 
products, their title remaining perma- 
nently with the company. The agree- 
ment gives the company “ the right to 
repossess and retake at any time the 
patented goods upon the payment to the 
user of the royalty paid him for the use 
of these goods, less 5 per cent. per an- 
num of the list royalty as to machines, 
and 10 per cent. per annum of the list 
royalty as to records, for each year or 
fraction of a year, the user shall have 
had the use thereof.’’ The use of other 
supplies with the products patented by 
the company in question constitutes an 
infringement of the patents and a viola- 
tion of the agreement. Dealers are re- 
quired to keep complete lists of patented 
goods in the hands of users.

The strike of the Umbrella and Stick- 
makers’ Union, which was called about 
eight weeks ago, is still on. One of the 
manufacturers told a Times reporter 

esterday that so long as a good part of 
he holiday business had been lost 
through the strike, the manufacturers 
were in a position to keep their shops 
closed unti] March or April, if necessary. 
New light was shed on the situation 
yesterday when it was learned that the 
union, at the time when the strike was 
called, was misled by rumors of heavy 
holiday orders in hand, and that the 
walk-out was ordered on that supposi- 
tion.

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LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Court Upholds 40 Per Cent. 
Levied on Ribbon Wire. 


The United States Court of Customs 
Appeals has taken adverse action on a 
protest by Steinhardt Brothers, regard- 
ing the classification, under the Tariff 


act of 1909, of so-called ribbon php 
Collector Mitchel returned the goods at 
40 per eent. ad valorem, under the pro- 
viso to Paragraph 1385, as a manufacture 
of round steel wire covered with cotton. 
The importers contended that the mer- 
chandise should be admitted as round 
steel wire at the appropriate rate for 
gauge, approximating 85 per cent. ad 
valorem. The Board of General Ap- 
praisers found against the contention 
of the importers. While Government 
counsel, at the trial of the case before 
the court, raised the contention that the 
grees should have been returned by the 
ollector at 45 per cent., the court af- 
firmed the assessment at 40 per cent. 

The court affirmed the action of the 
Board of Appraisers in overruling a 
protest by Henry Glass & Co, against 
the assessment of duty imposed by the 
Collector at New York on union table 
cloths and union damask table covers. 
The goods were composed of cotton 
warps and linen wefts, and were re- 
turned for duty at the rate of 45 Ber 
cent. ad valorem, under Paragraph 882, 
act of 1909, as manufactures of which 
cotton was the component material of 
chief value. The goods were claimed 
properly dutiable at 40 per cent. under 
Paragraph 831. The court held that as 
a substantial portion of the articles was 
composed of flax, the merchandise was 
excluded from the paragraph claimed 
by the importers. 

Several reappraisements of Russian 
wool were made by Judge McClelland. 
Entered values were sustained in the 
cases of Lee, Higginson & Co., Moscow, 
Mongolian wool; D. Biedermann, Moscow, 
white Mongolian fleece wool; Prosper 
Leyrines, Bordeaux, Laine omramune, 
and Albert Jacoby & Sorhagen, Tiflis, 
white Mongolian fleece wool. The Gen- 
eral Appraiser, however, advanced the 
market value of white Khorassan Au- 
tumn wool exported by Albert, Jacoby 
& Sorhagen, “Tiflis, from 8.25 rubles to 
10 rubles per pood, while Afghan fleece 
woo! exported by the same firm entered 
at 8.20 and 7.20 rubles per pood, was 
advanced to 9_rubles per pood.

Rules Sterilization Law. Is Invalld. 
Spectal to The New York Times. 
TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 18.—Justice 
Garrison in a Supreme Court decision 
to-day held unconstitutional the New 
Jersey law providing for sterilization of 


feeble-minded, criminals, epileptics, and 
other defectives. The decision was in 
the case of Alice Smith, an inmate of 
the State asylum for epileptics at Skill- 
man, The court holds that the act 
creating the Sterilization Board is in- 
valid by reason of taking from victims 
of the law constitutional rights to which 
they are entitled. 


CONSULAR TRADE NOTES. 


The American Consul at Kingston, Canada, 
reports that a firm there recently purchased 
a motor truck in the United States at a fig- 
ure considerably under the cost of a similar 
Canadian vehicles notwithstanding the 35 per 
cent. duty levied on it. 


There is u marked increase in the use of 
blankets and similar goods among the Chi- 
nese, as {s shown by recent imports of this 
merchandise into that country.

METAL PRODUCTS AIDED. 


Creditors Agree to Extension of Six 
Months In Loans. 


Creditors of the United States Meta] 
Products Company have agreed to an 
extension of six months in their loans, 
according to a statement issued in be- 
half of the company yesterday, and it 
is expected that satisfactory financing 


can be done before the notes and other 
obligations mature. A shortage of ready 
money @ few days ago resulted in an 
attachment being placed by the Chase 
National Bank on one of the company’s 
plants on Long Island to secure a claim 
of $738,000. 

A. B, Turner of the banking firm of 
Turner, Tucker & Co, was appointed at 
a meeting of creditors on Monday night 
to adjust the affairs of the oomapeny. 
Mr, Tucker said yesterday that account- 
ants had found the company to be sol- 
vent, and that a syndicate had been 
formed to buy a portion of its slow as- 
sets not used in connection with the 
business. The amount of noteg out- 
standing was placed at $900,000. Cash 
on hand and bills receivable were fig- 
ured by the accountant at $700,000. With 
the assistance of the syndicate, it was 
estimated that the company would 
have no difficulty in meeting current 
liabilities with a temporary day.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Dullness in Stocks Still More 
Pronounced—Prices Firm— 
New Haven Financing. 


. 


Trading was not so dull yesterday that 
the Stock Exchange was ready to assert 
that it was too dull to become any dull- 
er, but that stage was very nearly 
reached. The transactions were, in fact, 
smaller than on Monday, when they fell 
to the lowest total in five months. 
While conspicuously lacking in activity, 
the market was noteworthily firm. Rela- 
tively few ‘issues passed the day with- 
out some net gain, which was more dus 
to an almost entire absence of selling 
pressure than to any apparent dispo- 
sition in any quarter to accumulate 
stocks. There were some developments 
which might be cited as lending sup- 
port to the market, but these either 
came too late in the day or were too 
little considered to be regarded as re- 
sponsible in any large measure for the 
firmness which quotations showed. That 
seemed rather to be due to the fact that 
the discounting process has robbed cur- 
rent adverse possibilities of most of 
their potency as stock market influences. 
That, at least, is the impression which 
the markets of recent days have left on 
many observers. For the time being 
liquidation is at a minimum, and recent 
operations have established a sufficiently 
large short interest to give the market 
substantial support quite apart from 
any fresh purchases for the long ac- 
count. The Mexican situation was quies- 
cent; money in this market showed in- 
creased ease, and in no quarter did an 
active adverse factor present itself, It 
might be said that the market did little 
more than wait yesterday, but it seemed 
to be waiting with a tendency to take a 
little more hopeful view of the future 
than it had until recently been taking. 

Just as the market closed definite re- 
ports circulated that the money which 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
needs to take up its notes which mature 
the first of next month would be pro- 
vided through an tssue of short-term 
notes. It had previously been reported 
that the issuance of the proposed de- 
bentures would be allowed to await the 


| decision of the court, to which the alle- 
| gation of some of the road's stockholders 


against the legality of the issue has 
been referred. Apparently on the theory 
that if issued at all the debentures 
would be put out only after their legal- 
ity had been passed upon by the Massa- 
chusetts courts, the bonds were bid up 
to a full point below their minimum 
price of the previous day. A resort to 
a fresh issue of short-term notes might 
offer the easiest solution of the several- 
sided problem in financing which the 
New Haven management has had to 
consider, but it would also {illustrate very 
forcibly the disadvantage of carrying on 
extensive financing by means of short- 
term obligations. The use of such se- 
curities may be most desirable to meet 
special emergencies, but they have in 
the past been used too freely for ordi- 
nary financing. The cost of money 
raised by means of notes cannot be 
measured alone by the rate of interest 
paid on such borrowings. The incon- 
venience which attaches to the refinanc- 
ing of such loans must be counted as 
an essential part of their cost.

Expensive Litigation. 


The decision of the State Court of Ap- 
peals in support of the right of the 
New York Stock Exchange to expel 
Clarence M, Cohen from tts membership 
apparently ends a fight which has lasted 
for nearly four years. Mr. Cohen was 
expelled in January, 1910, on the charge 
of having made material | misstatements 
to the Committee on Admissions at the 
time of his election to the Exchange. In 
accordance with the usual custom the 
Exchange offered his seat for sale, and 
an agreement was made with a pur- 
chaser who was to have paid $70,000 for 
the membership. The proceeds of the 
sale would have gone to Mr. Cohen. In 
the two weeks required for notice before 
a transfer could be completed the ex- 
pelled member got an injunction forbid- 
ding the Exchange authorities to dis- 
pose of his seat, and the injunction has 
since been maintained by the pending 
litigation. Now that the Exchange is 
free to proceed with the sale for the ex- 
pelled member’s benefit the value of 
memberships has fallen to about $40,000.

Union Pacific Representation. 


The two resignations from the Balti- 
more & Ohio Board of Directors, an- 
nounced at the annual meeting on Mon- 
day, resulted from the exchange by the 
Pennsylvania of $42,500,000 of Baltimore 
& Ohio stock for Southern Pacific shares 
held by Union Pacific. Having dis- 
posed of its large interest, there was no 
reason for the Pennsylvania longer to 
maintain its representatives on the 
board. The Union Pacific was already 
the holder of $32,334,000 of common and 
$7,206,000 preferred stock of the Balti- 
more & Ohio, and accordingly got the 
two additional places.

Mr. Robbins’s Error. 


E. D. Robbins, general counsel] and 
one of the Directors of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford, apparently 
made @& serious error when he told 
Judge Sheldon, in the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court, Monday, that the late 
J. P. Morgan saved the New Haven from 
disaster by obtaining a large loan from 
France during the panic of 1907. Men 
who were in Wall Street during the ex- 
citing days recalled by Mr. Robbins did 
not remember any Morgan financing ar- 
ranged for the New Haven abroad in 
that year, and it did not seem probable 
that any large loan could have been 
made by the New Haven’s fiscal agent 
and kept concealed. The financing 
which Mr. Robbins had in mind was a 
loan in France, amounting to about 
$28,000,000, which was placed in Paris 
and London in 1907 by Kuhn, Loeb & Co.

The Helping Hand in Wall Street. 


The helping hand does not always help 
in Wall Street. Vagaries of the stock 
market sometimes prevent intentions 
meant most kindly from bringing the re- 
sults desired. There have been instances 
of managers in ‘‘ pools ”’ in stocks bring- 
ing their friends in for the purpose of 
letting them take some easy profits. If 
the operation worked successfully, all 
well and good, but if the market failed 
to act right, there was another side to 
the story. Along this line a member of 
a pool in a certain industrial issue, 
whose powerful rise a year ago was a 
feature of a month's trading, spoke of 
the part taken in it by a member of a 
brokerage house which fell into difficul- 
ties not long ago. The head of the firm 
was credited with 10,000 shares. Other 
participants expressed surprise in look- 
ing over the list that the broker had 
taken so large a block, and were in- 
formed that he had been let in on a 
substantial scale because he needed some 
assistance in his income account. The 
help apparently was not great enough to 
be of lasting value.

Profits and Exchange Rates. 


The serious effect high exchange 
rates on remittances from Mexico to 
other countries is having on the income 
of railway companies operating below 
the border has been displayed tn the case 
of the Mexican Railways Company. The 
company sends funds to London for the 
payment of interest charges. The report 
for the first half year, as presented to 
shareholders in London, showed that the 
company earned in Mexican money a net 
income of about $1,300,000. When this 
sum caine to be considered on a basis of 
English money, however, 
that no less than $140,000 had to be writ- 
ten off because of the sharp*advance of 
exchange rates. It was figured that the 
second half year would bring net earn- 
ings of approximately $1,250,000, on the 
basis of income in the first three months. 
As exchange quotations have risen still 
further in recent wecks, stockholders 
were informed a few days ago that near- 
ly $325,000 more would have to be writ- 
ten off when final accounts were made 
up. If the company could leave its earn- 
ings in the country of their origin, this 
shrinkage would not have to be consid- 
ered. The transfer to London in the pre- 
scribed course of business brings the 
loss.

LONDON, Wednesday, Nov. 19.- 
The Times says in its City article to- 
day: 

“ Rates for day-to-day advances an‘ 
short fixtures were firm yesterday. 
The Bank of England did a moderate 
business in short bills. 

“The discount market showed a 
strong tendency, but quotations for all 
maturities were unaltered. It is ex- 
pected that the Bank will receive a 
fair proportion of the South African 
bar gold this week. 

“On the Stock Exchange the direc- 
tion of business showed signs dof 
broadening, and, generally speaking, 
the tone of the markets was satisfac- 
tory. In the abSence of any news of 
a disquieting character from Mexico, 
interest chiefly centered in the home 
railway market, where prices ad- 
vanced further. Argentine railway 
securities also came into favor. 

“As Wall Street and the bourses 
were very idle, there was little or 
nothing doing in American shares and 
foreign bonds. Grand Trunk Railway 
stocks were offered, owing to the un- 
satisfactory nature of the traffic re- 
turn. 

“The flatness of Rand mining 
shares, due to adverse dividend talk, 
was @ small feature.”

OBVIATING DAY LOANS. 


Mr. De Aguero Has a Plan Modeled 
After Clearing House System. 


M. EB. De Aguero, President of the 
Consolidated Exchange, made a contri- 
bution yesterday to the discussion 
among bankers, brokers, and their law- 
yers as to a new system to take the 


lace of the present system of day 
oans, which has been in progress ever 
since the Supreme Court decision con- 
cerning them. Mr. De Aguero said: 

“The Clearing House system, first 
adopted by the Consolidated Stock Ex- 
change of New York and now used by 
the Boston Stock Exchange and the New 
York Stock Exchange, is peoallaxt? 
adapted to the’ final and satisfactory 
solution of this problem. 

“The London system of fortnightly 
settlements is fraught with eat dan- 
ger, inasmuch as it makes it possible 
for the reckless speculator to plunge 
and evade settlement for two weeks. In 
times of extreme movements in either 
direction, it is possible for the plunger 
to be solvent and insolvent one or more 
times during that period. 

“The system in vogue at the Consoli- 
dated Stock Exchange at. present is 
daily clearances and payments of dif- 
ferences, with deliveries twice a week, 
on Mondays and Thursdays. 

“This system could be extended to 
make deliveries twice a month, with 
daily clearances and payment of differ- 
ences, so that all loans of stocks be- 
tween brokers could be brought to the 
closing or settling price each night; 
stocks sold each day to be borrowed for 
delivery and stocks bought each day to 
be loaned at the settling price, loans to 
be called or returned at the pleasure of 
the contracting parties, but, unless re- 
newed at interest rates, to be return- 
able upon the sheet on the next deliv- 
ery day. 

“At the end of the two weeks’ pe- 
riod the Clearing House would give out 
the names of the ultimate deliverer, or 
ultimate receiver, and deliveries would 
then be effected. Thus delivery day 
would be every alternate Monday. 

“The daily settlements would keep 
the stock business on a cash basis as 
at present, and the fortnightly delivery 
betcha eliminate the necessity for ‘day’ 
oans 


HEGEMAN SHARES GATHERED 


Cigar Stores Interests Sald to Have 
All Drug Stock Desired Now. 


It was learned yesterday that the pur- 


chase of stock of the Riker-Hegeman 
Company to the extent desired had been 
about completed by interests affiliated 
with the United Cigar Stores Company. 
George J. Whelan said yesterday that a 
statement would probably be issued 
some time to-day describing the deal in 
detail and giving the price paid for 
the shares. 

Wall Strect heard yesterday that Mr. 
Whelan and his associates had bought 
a half interest in the drug companys 
stock. This was denied in authoritative 
quarters. It is expected that the state- 
ment will show, however, that a very 
substantial portion of Riker-Hegeman’s 
$5,000,000 common shares has_ been 
taken up. The drug company now has 
a chain of ninety-three stores, and gross 
earnings for the current year are ex- 
pected to be about $15,000,000.

Began as Section Hand and Worked 
Up Through All the Grades—Has 


Farming and Banking Interests. 


William C. Brown, President of the 
New York Central Lines, presented his 
resignation yesterday, to take effect on 
Jan. 1, when he will be succeeded, if 
there is no change in the programme, by 
Vice President Alfred H. Smith. 

Mr. Brown had contemplated resign- 
ing for some time, and last March Mr. 
Smith. was made senior Vice President, 
and his jurisdiction was extended over 
all departments. This step usually fore- 
casts the final promotion on the Central 
Lines. Mr. Brown, who had been in 
charge of operation and maintenance, 
was similarly made senior Vice Presi- 
dent in charge of all departments on 
June 1, 1906, and became President in 


February, 1909. 

Mr. Brown’s résignation applies to the 
Presidency of the New York Central, 
Lake Shore, Michigan Central, and Big 
Four, and his letter was addressed to 
the Directors of each of these com- 
panies. He intends, it was announced, 
to give his attention hereafter to his 
agricultural] and other interests in Iowa

ELEVATED TO ISSUE BONDS. 


Second Mortgage to be Given to Se- 
cure $5,409,000 Issue. 


The Manhattan Railway Company pro- 

poses to piace a second mortgage on its 
elevated property in Manhattan and the 
Bronx, anad to issue thereunder imme- 
diately bonds to the amount of $5,409,- 
000, They will bear 4 per cent. interest, 
and will be dated June 1 last. They 
are to be payable not more than 100 
years from their date of issue, and are 
to be redeemabie at not more than 105 
and accrued interest.

The latter asserts that it already has 
spent in improving and reinforcing the 
elevated structure of the Manhattan, be- 
tween April 1, 1908, and June 30, 1913, 
the sum of $3,708,069, and since then a 
further sum of $83,000 in completing 
the reinforcement. 

The authorized capital stock of the 
Manhattan Railway Company, which 
has all been issued, is $60,000,000. At 
present the only mortgage on the prop, 
erty of the company is the consolidated 
mortgage, which is dated Feb, 26, 1890. 
Under it the company has outstanding 
$39,762,000 of bonds, $15,000,000 in con-

PENDING NEW BOND ISSUE 


If Massachusetts Decision Is Not 
Averse Loan Will Be Taken Up 
When Debentures Are Put Out. 


The Executive Committee of the New 
Haven Railroad decided yesterday to 
defer the proposed issue of $67,552,000 
convertible debenture bonds until the 
final decision of the Massachusetts Su- 
preme Court in the litigation started 
by Morgan G. Bulkeley is rendered and 
arrangements were made for borrowing 
$45,000,000 at once from a syndicate 
headed by J. P. Morgan & Co. 

The Directors had hoped that the 
Bulkeley suit would be disposed of in 
time for the bond issue to be made and 
the money received before Dec. 1, when 
$40,000,000 of notes fall due, but as the 
prospect now is that the court’s de- 
cision will not be reached for at least 
a week, they considered it unwise to 
wait longer before making temporary 
provision for this payment and for a 
similar one of $5,000,000, due on Feb. 1. 

The notes, bearing interest at 6 per 
cent... will be taken at 99% by J. P. 
Morgan & Co., Kidder, Peabody & Co., 
and Lee, Higginson & Co. They will 
be payable in six months or may be 
called at any time betore that, and in 
any event will be called upon the re- 
ceipt of the proceeds of the debenture 
bonds. ; 

J. P. Morgan & Co. took steps recent- 
ly to terminate their contract as fiscal 
agents of the road, but the ninety days 
notice required by the agreement wiil 
not expire until Dec. 5. So far as the 
bonds are concerned, they were under- 
written by Morgan & Co. by special 
agreement, and it was explained at the 
time they gave the notice that this 
agreement would not be affected, al- 
though the expectation then was that 
the bonds would be issued long before 
the ninety days was up. 

The present temporary financings, 
while intimately connected with the boud 
issue, would not have come under the 
special agreement, and Morgan & Co: 
it was said in the announceinent made 
by the Executive Committee, ‘were 
called upon to render their services in 
this emergency’ under the contract ex- 
piring on Dec. 5. The agreement tor 
underwriting the debenture bonds was 
also extended yesterday to Jan. 2%. 

The Executive Committee decided to 
recommend to the Beard of Directors, 
which will meet in Boston on Friday, 
that the time within which subscribers 
must pay for the bonds be further ex- 
tended.

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WATCH BANKRUPTS, 
MARSHALL URGES 


Abuses Due to the Indifference 
of Creditors, U. S. Attor- 
ney Tells Jewelers. 


AUTHORITIES WILL HELP 


Much Worse 


He Says— 


Commercial Crime 
Here Than Abroad, 
Smuggling Cases Puzzling. 


H. Snowden Marshall, United States 
Attorney for the Southern District of 
New York, was the speaker at ‘the 
monthly luncheon of the National Jew- 
elers' Board of Trade yesterday, at the 
Whitehall Club on the Thirtieth floor 
of the Whitehall Building. Mr. Mar- 
shall made pessimistic observations on 
American commercial criminality, and 
said he believed that if the records of 
commercial crimes could be tabulated 
on both sides of the Atlantic the com- 
parison would be even more unfavora- 
ble to the United States than the 
tables of homicides whose recent publi- 
cation attracted attention to the in- 


crease of crimes of violence in this 
country. 

The particular class of commercial 
crimes to which District Attorney Mar- 
shall directed the attention of his hear- 
ers, who included 130 leading jewelers, 
was fraudulent bankruptcy. He also 
discussed smuggling. Devices for swind- 
ling creditors he said were uncommonly 
practiced in Europe, while in America 
the abuses of the bankruptcy law have 
“cried to Heaven.’’ For this situation, 
he said, American creditors had only 
themselves to blame. He said that the 
prosecuting authorities in the United 
State were as anxious, able and eager, 
to bring about pun'shment of commer- 
cial offenders as those of Europe. 

The customary procedure of an Amer- 
ican creditor when he was swindled by 
a fraudulent bankruptcy was to go in 
expecting to get nothing, be satisfied 
when he got 15 or 20 cents on the dol- 
lar, then go to sleep and later wake 
up and “cuss’’ the authorities if the 
, locked up, Mr. Mar- 
shall said. He added that the victim 
of a fraudulent bankruptcy did only a 
part of his duty when he went in to 
procure for himself as large a dividend 
as possible. He said that such a credi- 
tor had a public duty to perform and 
could only discharge it by spending time 
and money to bring the offender to 
justice. Lack of willingness to go to 
any trouble whatever in pursuing a cor- 
rupt and crooked bankrupt on the part 


{of the swindled creditors, Mr. Marshall 


said, had brought about ‘an uncivilized 
condition,” in the administration of 
mercantile law. 

“Once let it be generally known,” he 
said, ‘‘ that creditors will not drop their 
investigation of a bankruptcy, when 
they get a small dividend, but will follow 
the matter into the criminal courts, at 
whatver expense of time, trouble and 
money, so that punishment becomes cer- 
tain, and you will cut your crooked and 
corrupt bankruptcies by one hundred 
right away.’’ 

Mr. Marshall described how several 
well worn dodges of farudulent bank- 
rupts which had worked well in the 
past had been punctured recently by the 
work of his office. In one of the cases, 
the old story of robbery, worked out in 
dime novel fashion, to explain the dis- 
appearance of goods bought on credit, 
failed to help two men who had auction- 
ed off their stock. 

In another case, the device of a cor- 
poration frequently used by shrewder 
bankrupts to prevent their cunvict:ion 
for secreting goods was made useless by 
proceeding to convict the Lankrupt as an 
accessory to the crime of the corpora- 
tion, for which he got a sentence of two 
years in the Atlanta Penitentiary. 

The most difficult case was that of a 
bankrupt who had seemingly hedged 
himself about with a host of good de- 
fenses. Anxious lest so clever and 
dangerous a rogue should escape, Mr. 
Marshall had his record combed and 
found a mistatement in one of his 
declaration under oath, which relent- 
lessly prosecuted led to his conviction 
for perjury. 

Mr. Marshall thanked the jewelers for 
their help in breaking up smuggling. 
He said that the subject of smuggling 
by women had puzzled his predecessor, 
the Attorney General, and himself. He 
said he had suggested making it a 
capital offense, but that Mr. McReyn- 
olds had said: : 

‘“It might stop the ladies who w 
executed, but not the rest of een

POINT 10 DANGERS 
IN FIFTH AVENUE 


The Traffic Investigators Want 


Rules Against Blocked Curbs 
for Bus Passengers. 


At a conference held yesterday in the 
Offices of the Fifth Avenue Association 


@ report on traffic conditions in Fifth 
Avenue was discussed by Robert Grier 
Cooke, President of the association; 
Lieut. Snyder, representing Police In- 
spector O’Brien; R. W. Meade, Presi- 
dent of the Fifth Avenue Coach Com- 
pany; William Phelps Eno and J. Bern- 
stein, who made the report and the in- 
vestigation upon which it was based. 
This report brought out the facts that, 
through the general increase of traffic 
on the avenue and especially through 
increased number of buses—doubled as 
compared with last year—buses in nearly 
40 per cent. of the cases were forced to 
stop within the second line of moving 


vehicles; that many corner curbs were 
blocked for long periods, making it im- 
possible for the buses to pull in, and 
that bus passengers and those riding in 
other vehicles were endangered by the 
conditions. 

In an investigation lasting a week Mr. 
Bernstein found that some of the cor- 
Mers were blocked for long periods. 
Thus, on Nov. 14, the southwest corner 
of Fifth Avenue and Thirtieth Street 
was blocked for a period of 490 minutes 
between 8 o'clock in the morning and 6 
o’clock in the evening, while on the 
same day the southwest corner at Thir- 
ty-second Street was blocked for a pe- 
riod of 183 minutes, between 11 o’clock 
and 3 o’clock. It was further found that 
buses made on an average 200 stops in 
each direction at a single corner daily 
and that at one corner a maximum of 
625 stops was made in a single day. The 


report stated that under present condi- 


tions it was impossible to have enough 
traffic policemen on the avenue and 
that 10 per cent. of the traffic posts 
from Fourteenth Street to Fifty-ninth 
Street were vacant on an average. 

Among its recommendations the re- 
port said: 

“To make Fifth Avenue safe for pe- 
destrians it is absolutely necessary to 
regulate the movement of the buses in 
such a way as to make it possible for 
them, and to compel them. to !2nd or 
take on passengers at the curb. in its 
report on traffic conditions the Fifth 


Avenue Association recommended that 
twenty-five feet on the avenue at the 
northeast and southwest corners should 
be kept clear at the curb. This would 
give greater freedom to and would ac- 
celerate the whole volume of traffic. It 
is suggested that the Police Department 
promulgate and enforce a rule to this 
effect. The individual driver or chavf- 
feur should be held to account for dis- 
regarding any traffic regulation, and, 
while it is obviously true that the traf- 
fic policeman on the crossing has not 
time or opportunity to watch these cor- 
ners, perhaps the number of motor 
cycle men could be increased and they 
might include it in their duty to deal 
with these offenders. : 
The findings and suggestions of the 
report were approved by Mr. Eno, who 
is a traffic ‘t, and the others pres- 
ent at yes conference. Tt has

The question as to whether or not we 
were doing a banking business is pending 
in a civil action before the Appellate Court, 
and since the question was raised as to 
the propriety, under the Banking act, of 
its issuing certificates under the form in 
question, the company has suspended the 
issuance of such certificates until there 
has been a final adjudication. The com- 
pany never has done and never attempted 
to do an insurance business.
